Come 
on bi!

B iNet, “the national bisexual 
network of the US,” is the 
first and largest effort to cre¬ 
ate a bisexual organization 
that spans the country. The organiza¬ 
tion, initially known as the North 
American Multicultural Bisexual Net¬ 
work, was formed in 1990, and was 
renamed BiNet USA in 1991. Its 1996 
annual meeting was held in San Fran¬ 
cisco, August 16-18 at New College. 

Mayor Willie Brown issued a 
proclamation for the occasion, read¬ 
ing in part, “Whereas the contribu¬ 
tion of bisexuals in developing AIDS 
service projects, combating discrimi¬ 
nation, and advocating for social jus¬ 
tice have long been undervalued or 
discounted by most of society... and 
whereas bisexuality is definitely not 
just a phase, as so many believe... [I] 
hereby proclaim this 17th day of Au¬ 
gust, 1996 as Bisexual Pride Day in 
San Francisco.” 

The weekend began with a variety 
of social and entertainment offerings, 
including a cabaret, sponsored by 
BiPol, featuring the Condom Savior 
Mass conducted by the Sisters of Per¬ 
petual Indulgence; a Safer Sex Sluts 
skit featuring leather-clad babes on a 
motorcycle; a segment from Carol 
Queen’s work-in-progress “Peep 
Show”; and an improvisational dance 
by Keith Hennessey. 

During his Friday performance, 
Hennessey noted wistfully that he 
once identified as bisexual when “bi¬ 
sexual meant not gay and not 
straight”; things are different now that 
“bisexual actually means bisexual.” 

Three new national coordinators 
were elected at the meeting, Stephen 
Getman of Virginia, Deb Kolodny of 
Maryland, and Kris Roehling of Or¬ 
lando; they will join current coordi¬ 
nators Stephanie Berger of the Bay 
Area, Alexei Guren of Seattle, and Art 
Freehart of Minneapolis. The all-vol¬ 
unteer network is administered by the 
six elected national coordinators and 
20 regional organizers. 

Also, in recognition of her ongoing 
bisexual activism, Lani Ka’ahumanu, 
one of the founding mothers of the bi 
movement and a past national coordi¬ 
nator, was awarded an honorary life¬ 
time BiNet membership. Ka’ahumanu 
proclaimed that she was “over identi¬ 
ty politics” and wanted to “get past the 
point where sexual identity is so im¬ 
portant that we have to fight about it.”

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Rick Zbur addresses 
Demo convention

O penly gay congressional candidate 
Rick Zbur addressed the Democrat¬ 
ic National Convention in Chicago 
on Wednesday, August 28, and 
talked about his vision for the future of the 
country. Zbur, an environmental attorney, is 
running for California’s 38th Congressional 
District, which includes Long Beach. He 
made history earlier this year by becoming the 
first openly gay candidate ever to win a con¬ 
tested primary for the U.S. House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. He is running against the Republi¬ 
can incumbent, Representative Steve Horn. 

“I am running for Congress to preserve 
opportunity for all Americans, to apply 
some common sense solutions to our prob¬ 
lems, and to make sure that the values our 
country was founded on survive into the 
21st Century,” Zbur said. 

Although he was not given a prime time 
speaking slot, Zbur’s address was carried live 


on CSPAN, the only television station provid¬ 
ing gavel-to-gavel coverage of the convention. 

The daytime speaking slot provided a 
shot at national exposure for Zbur, and gave 
his supporters reason to celebrate and orga¬ 
nize a party, campaign workers said. The 
send-off was held Saturday, August 24, be¬ 
fore Zbur left for Chicago. 

“It certainly raises the visibility of the race 
and puts it on a national scale,” said Jeff Fish¬ 
er, Zbur’s campaign manager. 

Democrats believe the 38th Congression¬ 
al district represents one of their best 
chances for ousting a Republican incumbent 
because it has a heavy Democratic voter reg¬ 
istration. 

“This election is about putting an end to 
the Republican Congress’s assault on middle 
class families. Steve Horn has supported this 
assault time after time,” Zbur stated. ▼

R obert Acremant, the confessed killer 
of a Northern California man and of 
two Medford, Oregon lesbian ac¬ 
tivists, has acknowledged he shot his 


victims because they were gay or bisexual. 

In a letter to The Stockton Record, dated 
Thursday, August 22, Acremant said he had 
invented the original story he told police, 
that he killed Roxanne Ellis, 53, and Michelle 
Abdill, 42, during a botched robbery at¬ 
tempt. Instead, he wrote, he killed them be¬ 


cause childhood sexual abuse had left him 
with a deep hatred of “fags.” 

The letter also detailed allegations of in¬ 
cest, rape, bestiality, and battery, which he 
said began when he was five years old and 
continued until he was 14, when he was 
using LSD daily. 

Acremant’s first known murder victim 
was 22-year-old Scott George of Visalia,

Not funny: Doc’s 
‘joke’ enrages PWAs

gay man whose ill lover was 
recovering last week from 
AIDS-related surgery at 
California Pacific Medical Center 
says the couple is furious that they 
were subjected to a “horrific” joke 
told by a physician at the facility. 

The joke slurred Latinos and 
Chinese women, and carried a 
virulently anti-gay punchline. 

A CPMC official told the Bay 
Area Reporter the doctor was the 
personal physician of a medical 
center patient, and not a California 
Pacific Medical Center employee - 
and that he has apologized. 

“He is sincerely sorry and un¬ 
derstands the gravity of the situa¬ 
tion,” said Sara Kelley, CPMC di¬ 
rector of public affairs. 

“It was just horrific,” said Gary 
Dufresne, whose partner Kevin 
Sims was seeking treatment for an 
AIDS-related sinus condition at 
the CPMC walk-in surgery clinic 
on Wednesday, August 21 when 
the incident occurred. 

While Dufresne was waiting 
for Sims to be completely free of 
anesthesia and ready for dis¬ 
charge, the pair overhead a com¬ 
motion in the hallway next to 
Sim’s room. 

“I was sitting there and all of a 
sudden there was a loud group of 
people coming down the hallway 
with a gurney,” he recalled. “There 
was a woman and two men, and 
they were headed to the room 
next to us. A woman was uncon¬ 
scious on the gurney” 

According to Dufresne, the 
group was laughing and joking. 

“They bumped into some¬ 


thing and were laughing about 
not knowing how to drive a gur¬ 
ney,” he said. 

When the trio made it into the 
room next to Sims, one of the 
men apparently thought a joke 
was appropriate. 

“One man said to the other 
two, ‘What are the three worst 
things in San Francisco? Number 
one is a Mexican with an educa¬ 
tion. Number two is a Chinese 
woman with a driver’s license. 
Number three is a faggot with a 
chipped tooth.’ 

“My lover and I were both 
stunned,” Dufresne said. 

Dufresne said that he left the 
still-groggy and ill Sims, and 
rushed into the next room to con¬ 
front the joke teller and demand 
his identity. 

“I said, ‘You should be 
ashamed for making racist state¬ 
ments.’ I was mostly concerned 
about my lover,” he said. 

Dufresne said that when he 
asked the man his name, the joke- 
teller identified himself as a physi¬ 
cian - and gave only a cursory 
apology. 

“It was like, ‘I’m sorry, get out 
of my way.’ Nothing else was said, 
and he left very quickly,” Dufresne 
said. 

‘I thought it was 
a safe space’ 

Kelley told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that because of the inci¬ 
dent, the physician is now under 
investigation by the facility’s med¬ 
ical staff. She also reiterated that 
the doctor is not a CPMC em¬ 
ployee. 

“He was acting as an individ¬ 
ual and not as an agent of the 


medical center. The medical cen¬ 
ter in no ways condones this be¬ 
havior,” she said. 

According to Kelley, CPMC 
employees are required to sign an 
employment agreement adhering 
to the “core values” of the medical 
center, which include an environ¬ 
ment that treats all people - and 
all sexual orientations and cul¬ 
tures - including patients and 
staff, with dignity, sensitivity, and 
respect. 

Such values are stressed in per¬ 
sonnel orientations, worksite ed¬ 
ucational updates, and the diver¬ 
sity agreement, each of which 
takes strong stands against sexual 
harassment, Kelley said. 

Dufresne told the B.A.R. one 
of the reasons he moved to San 
Francisco was the area’s reputa¬ 
tion for tolerance and diversity. 

“That’s one of the reasons. Be¬ 
cause I was HIV-positive and I 
thought it was a safe space and 
wouldn’t be subjected to that,” he 
said. 

Dufresne said the incident 
continues to bother him. 

“We both have AIDS. There I 
was taking care of my sick lover. 
He wasn’t doing well. One of the 
nurses had just finished helping 
him because he was vomiting 
blood. He has 24 t-cells and just 
got over PCP [pneumocystis 
carinii pneumonia]. For both of 
us to hear this when we were there 
to deal with health issues, I 
thought, ‘Oh, my God.’ 

“It was horrific.” 

Dufresne said he will also 
complain to the city’s Human 
Rights Commission and the state 
medical licensing board about the 
incident. ▼

As corporate and business 
sponsors and entertainers con¬ 
tinue to line up for the gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgendered ex¬ 
travaganza, organizers say they 
also seek dancers interested in 
performing onstage at the annu¬ 
al event. 

Dance auditions will be held 
at the Box, located at 715 Harri¬ 
son Street, on Saturday, Septem¬ 
ber 14 from 12 noon to 3 p.m. 
Dancers appearing for the audi¬ 
tions should be prepared to show 
jazz, Latin and club dance styles, 
according to event’s media orga¬ 


nizer David Perry. 

The event will run from 5 p.m. 
to 1 a.m. Halloween evening, with 
two large areas for dancing, sur¬ 
prise performers, and costume 
contests at either end of Civic 
Center Plaza. Music will be pro¬ 
vided by the legendary Page 
Hodel of the Box, which will also 
sponsor a post-Halloween party. 

The event will also include 
food and drink booths and even 
special face-painting and cos¬ 
tume booths for families and 
children of all ages, Perry said. 

CUAV and the Halloween San 
Francisco staff are expected to 
announce the event’s “surprise 
celebrity entertainer” shortly, and 
unveil a series of public service 
announcements and an ad cam¬ 
paign touting the event, courtesy 
of Young and Rubicam. 

Sponsors of the annual event

Latino retreat focuses on 
emotional, physical health

I f you’re a Latino gay or bi¬ 
sexual man living in North¬ 
ern California, an autumn 
weekend in Napa County is 
waiting for you. 

El Ambiente, a Latino 
gay/bisexual education and 
support group in San Francisco, 
is finishing plans for its first- 
ever weekend retreat September 
20-22 at a camp near Napa.

nos, and expressive arts. 

Cost for the retreat for 40 el¬ 
igible participants will be cov¬ 
ered by a grant from the Na¬ 
tional Latino/Latina 

Lesbian/Gay Organization 
under a subcontract from the 
Centers for Disease Control, 
Pacheco said. Donations will 
also be accepted from partici¬ 


pants, but Pacheco said finan¬ 
cial assistance would be given to 
participants who need it. 

El Ambiente, a program of 
AGUILAS, provides a support 
environment for gay and bisex¬ 
ual Latino men, focusing pri¬ 
marily on HIV prevention in¬ 
formation and education. 

Details for the retreat, such 
as carpool arrangements, in¬ 
structions on what to bring, 
and other logistics will be dis¬ 
cussed at an orientation Sept. 
12 for those who register, 
Pacheco said. The registration 
deadline is Sept. 1, but Pacheco 
said late registrations may be 
accepted if space is available.

SF checks out Ambassador Hotel rooms

I n response to complaints from 
tenants and social service 
providers about living condi¬ 
tions at the Ambassador Hotel, 
the Building Inspection Commis¬ 
sion on August 21 ordered a 
room-by-room survey of living 
conditions at the site.

Buena Vista Park suspect goes to trial

• f defendant formally charged 
with multiple counts of 
IT felony robbery and assault, 
in connection with attacks on gay 
men in Buena Vista Park, will ap¬ 
pear in Superior Court for a plea 
hearing on September 3. 

If Jeffrey March does not ac¬ 
cept a sentence arrangement in 
exchange for a guilty plea, he will 
be required to stand trial on Oc¬ 
tober 15 on the multiple charges, 
which involve at least 14 victims. 

March, 35, was arrested in June 
and remains in custody on 
$80,000 bail. When he was initial¬ 


ly arrested, March identified him¬ 
self as Jeffrey Levin, but police and 
District Attorney officials referred 
to him as John Doe because of 
doubts about his identity. 

According to authorities, March 
stole wallets, keys, and other per¬ 
sonal items while having sex with 
his victims in the park. In one inci¬ 
dent, when confronted by a victim, 
he allegedly retaliated by breaking 
the victim’s fingers so badly that 
surgery was required to set the bro¬ 
ken bones with metal pins. 

March kept the identification 
of his victims and assumed their 
identities. In one June incident, 
when arrested on a shoplifting 
charge, March identified himself 


as one of his Buena Vista Park vic¬ 
tims. 

San Francisco District Attor¬ 
ney officials credit Sergeant Mar¬ 
lene Ottone of the San Francisco 
Police Department’s Special.In¬ 
vestigations Unit with the intense 
investigation that led to March’s 
arrest. 

Ottone told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that she spent “dozens and 
dozens” of hours on the investiga¬ 
tion that led to March’s apprehen¬ 
sion, including interviews with 
victims, computer research, and 
chasing down leads. 

March is represented by the 
San Francisco Public Defender’s 
Office. ▼

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HUD funds additional 
housing for Bay Area PWAs

T he U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Devel¬ 
opment (HUD) has award¬ 
ed three new federal grants, total¬ 
ing more than $3 million dollars, 
to programs that serve Bay Area 
residents with HIV. HUD Assis¬ 
tant Secretary Andrew Cuomo 
distributed the grants, from the 
Housing Opportunities for Peo¬ 
ple With AIDS (HOPWA) pro¬ 
gram, at a Saturday, August 24 
ceremony in Mayor Willie 
Brown’s office. 

Lutheran Social Services of 
Northern California was awarded 
the largest grant, at $1,200,000; 
Bernal Heights Housing Corpora¬ 
tion got $825,541; and Alameda 
County Planning Department 
picked up $1,093,125. 

The grant to Lutheran Social 
Services will fund its “Bridge Pro¬ 
ject,” to provide housing and so¬ 
cial services to homeless people 
with HIV in the Tenderloin area.

assistance, applicants’ homes will 
be checked for necessary adapta¬ 
tions such as ramps, non-slip 
floor surfaces, and grab-bars. If 
the rental unit cannot be adapted, 
the program will assist applicants 
in finding more appropriate 


housing. 

Project Independence is only 
one of several programs to deal 
with the housing problems of the 
county’s estimated 11,000 people 
with HIV and AIDS, officials told 
the B.A.R. Residents of all 14 cities 
and the unincorporated areas of 
Alameda County will be eligible 
for the program. 

According to Alameda County 
Housing Director Linda Gardner, 
“We’ll begin for implementation 
immediately and hope to have the 
program up and running in the 
next few months.” 

Although the grants were ex¬ 
pected, according to HUD and 
Brown, the exact amounts were 
not known because of the com¬ 
petitive nature of the bidding. The 
mayor told reporters he was 
pleased with the sums awarded. 

“Andrew Cuomo is one of the 
few people I will personally go to 
the airport to pick up,” Brown 
joked, “because I know he always 
has a check for me.” ▼ 
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The three-year program will pro¬ 
vide short-term emergency hous¬ 
ing and living vouchers for an es¬ 
timated 1,620 people, and will de¬ 
velop public-private partnerships 
among four Tenderloin Single 
Residence Occupancy (SRO) ho¬ 
tels and local AIDS service 
providers. 

According to Larry Bush of 
HUD, the federal agency is com¬ 
mitted to ensuring the four hotels 
maintain livable standards for res¬ 
idents, despite SRO hotels’ repu¬ 
tation as notoriously squalid and 
crime-ridden. 

“We will have inspections, 
both announced and unan¬ 
nounced,” he told the Bay Area 
Reporter , “and residents will have 
an ombudsman to turn to with 
problems.” 

Bush dismissed comparisons 
of the program with a 1995 San 
Francisco ballot measure that 
would have required homeless 
welfare recipients to live in SROs, 
which voters rejected largely be¬ 
cause of concerns that the city 
would be unable to guarantee de¬ 
cent conditions in the hotels. He 
pointed out that HUD, rather 
than the city, will be responsible 
for policing the sites under the 
Bridge Project. “If the hotels don’t 
comply with our standards, we’ll 
cancel the contract,” he promised. 

Asked what would happen to 
the residents in that case, he an¬ 
swered, “The hotels don’t want to 
lose the contracts. 

“We’ll have it in hand.” 

Family matters 

The grant to Bernal Heights 
Housing Corporation is aimed at 
helping homeless families with 
multiple diagnoses - HIV and 
other disabling conditions, such 
as substance abuse or mental ill¬ 
ness - in a “child-centered ap¬ 
proach.” It will provide four units 
of permanent housing, and create 
a one-stop integrated case man¬ 
agement service delivery system 
that includes housing, mental 
health, and substance abuse ser¬ 
vices. 

In the East Bay, Alameda 
County will put its grant money 
to work in Project Independence. 
The new program will partially 
subsidize the rents of approxi¬ 
mately 150 people living with 
HIV (plus some 100 family mem¬ 
bers) so they can continue to live 
independently in their own 
homes. In addition to the rental

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Post-conventional thinking 


I t must be very difficult to teach children 
vocabulary skills these days, now that 
words mean whatever somebody wants 
them to mean. As expressed on television, 
at least, “religious freedom” now means 
spiritual chauvinism; “family values” means 
heterosexist intolerance; and “civic respon¬ 
sibility” means ... well, nothing. 

That must be confusing for kids. It’s con¬ 
fusing as hell to us. 

The situation has only been made worse 
by the Democratic and Republican conven- 
tiomercials that flickered across TV screens 
lately. The Republicans spent weeks shred¬ 
ding the concepts of “tolerance,” as in the 
“tolerance plank” of the party’s platform, 
and “inclusion,” as in the “party of inclu¬ 
sion.” (What those words mean now, ap¬ 
parently, is that the GOP will tolerate and 
include the votes of people who don’t be¬ 
lieve abortion doctors should be impris¬ 
oned - but only until it has enough votes to 
pass a Constitutional amendment making 
that policy the law of the land. After that, 
the GOP will no doubt tolerate pro-abor- 
tionists much as, say, medical marijuana 
users; immigrants; and sodomites.) 

Now it’s the Democrats’ turn. And al¬ 
though their little spectacle is slightly less 
disingenuous than their opponents’, it has 
left us a little mystified about what exactly 
constitutes a “Democrat.” To say nothing of 
“village.” 

The debate over whether it does or does 
not take a village to raise a child has taken 
up a huge amount of time at both conven¬ 
tions, much to the annoyance of those of us 
who’d like to see some more serious subjects 
addressed. Bob Dole came up the loser on 
that debate (it’s good practice for the losses 
he has yet to suffer) when it became known 
that he is, in fact, a perfect example of a vil¬ 
lage-raised child - he was fed, clothed, 
nursed, and supported by the residents of 
his hometown when he was disabled.

Good 
thing that that fact is established 
now, when he’s pandering for 
votes, so people will know better 
than to expect him to follow 
through on his promises to those 
who vote for him. 

But pandering is probably his only 
hope. He can’t believe his 
speeches have hit their mark 
or he wouldn’t keep rehashing 
the same ground over and 
over. He’s pressing on doggedly 
with his “fairer, flatter” tax bit, even though 
polls showed prospective voters gave up on 
it after only a few days thought, and for 


some reason he is still going on and on in 
public with the “and [Clinton] is my oppo¬ 
nent, he’s not my enemy” bit - a kinder, 
gentler line that nobody believed for one 
second. The performances are getting less 
spontaneous (a notion nobody would 
have thought possible two months 
ago) and, in fact, have become spook- 
ily reminiscent of audioanimatronics. 

Naturally, the first reaction is to 
suspect that he and Jock Kemp are 
Stepford Candidates, entirely 
rewired and plumbed, but 
that’s just silly science fiction 
stuff. The truth, we suspect, is 
more evil and banal: they’re 
Milli Vanilliy running for presi¬ 
dent, lip-synching a song about tolerance 
and inclusion. It’s frightening.

I f everyone who cared about gay youth 
would write one letter , it would save many 
gay youth from going through what I went 
through in high school.” - Jamie Nabozny 

No one should have to go through what 
Jamie Nabozny went through in high school. 
As a student in Ashland, Wisconsin, he was 
tormented by his peers, who called him 
names, kicked him, and on one occasion 
even urinated on him, because he is gay. 

When his family met with school ad¬ 
ministrators, one responded, “Well, boys 
will be boys,” and nothing was done. 

Here’s the bad news: Jamie is the rule, 
not the exception. 

As millions of American students pre¬ 
pare to go back to school this September, 
mixed feelings are the norm. Many are ex¬ 
cited to resume their studies, and many un¬ 
doubtedly don’t want to go - maybe be¬ 
cause they’ve enjoyed their summer vaca¬ 
tion, maybe because they just don’t like 
school, or maybe because they’re terrified. 

Most of the hundreds of thousands of 
students who are lesbian or gay - students 
like Jamie Nabozny - would place them¬ 
selves in the last category, and with good 
reason. 

Consider these statistics: 

• Ninety-seven percent of high school 
students report regularly hearing words like 
“faggot” and “dyke” at their schools, ac¬ 
cording to the Massachusetts Governor’s 
Commission on Gay and Lesbian Youth; 

• Fifty-three percent have heard their 
teachers use such language, according to the 
Commission; one out of every five gay/les¬ 


bian youth is physically attacked while at 
school, according to the New York-based 
Hetrick-Martin Institute. 

Faced with such harassment, it comes as 
little surprise that, according to the U.S. De¬ 
partment of Health and Human Services, 
28 percent of lesbian/gay students 
drop out of school - a rate nearly 
three times the national average. 

Despite the obvious distress of 
gay/lesbian students, little is being 
done to alleviate their problems. 

This is a result of both ignorance 
and a lack of political will. Igno¬ 
rance is manifested in 
findings such as those by 
University of South Car¬ 
olina Professor James 
Sears, whose 1992 study of prospective 
teachers found that 80 percent of them har¬ 
bored homophobic attitudes. 

A lack of political will is demonstrated by 
actions such as that taken by the Utah state 
legislature last April. When Kelli Peterson, a 
lesbian student at East High School in Salt 
Lake City, started a Gay-Straight Student Al¬ 
liance to combat homophobia at East High, 
Utah’s legislature voted to ban all student 
clubs rather than allow Kelli’s club to meet, 
as the school was required to do by the Fed¬ 
eral Equal Access law. Undaunted, Peterson 
is entering college this fall to study to be¬ 
come a teacher. And she plans to practice her 
profession in her home state of Utah. 

Kelli and Jamie are leading an effort 
aimed at building the awareness and re¬ 
solve needed to make things better for the 
next generation. They are spokespeople for 
the Second Annual “Back-to-School” 
Campaign sponsored by the Gay, Lesbian, 
and Straight ‘Teachers Network (GLSTN), 


a national organization working to end ho¬ 
mophobia in schools. Working from re¬ 
search that shows that the single most ef¬ 
fective means of changing the attitudes of 
educators is feedback from current and 
former students, GLSTN is asking gay, les¬ 
bian, and bisexual people and their sup¬ 
porters to write to their former teachers 
and educate them about the costs of ho- 
mophobia. 

GLSTN has set a goal of 5,000 
letters, and Jamie and Kelli will 
be working with the organiza¬ 
tion’s 42 local chapters in a vari¬ 
ety of events throughout 
September to help 
achieve this goal. 

Writing to her own 
principal, Kelli Peterson said, “All students 
must be cared for in this place where we are 
forced to be.” Insuring that students will be 
safe from harassment and abuse is, indeed, 
the least we can do. 

After all, we require them to go to 
school, and make them pledge allegiance to 
the idea of “liberty and justice for all.” Isn’t 
it time we fulfilled that pledge for our les¬ 
bian, gay, and bisexual students? ▼

New Leaf saga 

Regarding your report on August 8 (“New Leaf Hit 
With Labor Grievance”), I am grieved (no pun in¬ 
tended) to learn that New Leaf (formerly Operation 
Concern and 18th Street Services) finds itself elimi¬ 
nating jobs and unable to meet payroll. 

I am also weary of hearing California Pacific Med¬ 
ical Center (CPMC) and former staffers scapegoated 
in the merger process while the Board of Directors 
and Executive consider themselves blameless in the 
mismanagement of what should have been a success¬ 
ful venture. 

To correct the misstatements by Executive Direc¬ 
tor Joe Neisan, the budget that was prepared for the 
merged organization was for Fiscal 1995-96, which 
ended June 30,1996 and was not merely “well-inten¬ 
tioned.” The financial plan (in which I participated 
on behalf of CPMC) was personally facilitated and 
approved by budget analysts within the Department 
of Public Health at the request of California Pacific 
Medical Center, whose primary goal was to 
ensure fiscal integrity and solvency. In fact, 

CPMC temporarily halted the merger 
process in June of 1995 when it became 
evident that the combined Boards of the 
two agencies had not been able to develop 
an operating budget for the year that 
was about to begin and did not have the 
requisite expertise among their mem¬ 
bership to do so. 

The operating budget prepared at that 
time was a first-year budget only; and it was balanced 
as to revenues and expenditures. “Grants” were never 
considered anything but what they are: “soft” rev¬ 
enues. Even contracts (“hard” revenue: fee-for-service 
or cost reimbursed) were not considered secure in¬ 
come unless or until they had been certified (ap¬ 
proved for payment by the City Controller). New Leaf 
is largely reliant on this type of funding due to its mis¬ 
sion and philosophical commitment to serving a 
community that is often uninsured, underinsured on 
MediCal, Medicare, or indigent. A careful advisory 
was given to the Boards that a contingency plan must 
be developed for the second year in order to prepare 
in advance for the possible loss of grant funds. 

Adequate financial planning would have dictated 
that the Fiscal 1996-97 budget would be developed 
and approved by the Board, as the fiduciary agent, in 
the Spring of 1996. By July 1, other agencies in simi¬ 
lar circumstance (reliant on local grants and con¬ 
tracts) know very clearly which contracts are certified 
or on continuing resolution (to be reimbursed at the 
previous year’s rate until certified for the new year). 
If all required contractual documents are prepared 
and submitted, advances can be granted by the Coun¬ 
ty against the coming year’s billings. These procedures 
are neither secret nor mysterious. Strategies to meet 
or reduce payroll are developed under the guidance 
of the Executive, who should not be in doubt as to his 
“fiscal officer’s plan.” 

The circumstances at New Leaf are a sorrowful, 
but avoidable, saga. Once again, proof that those who 
do not learn from history are doomed to repeat it. 
Our community is capable of better management of 
its resources, and it is well past time that we learned 
to take responsibility for ourselves.

Demonization of drugs 

The attack by the state narcotic police on the 
Cannabis Club in San Francisco exposes a nemesis 
lurking in our society. What is the true foundation of 
such action against the users of marijuana and against 
the rest of us? I offer a book report to help with the 
answer. 

Ignorance about the policy which underlies the at¬ 
tack on the Cannabis Club disables the critical insight 
needed in evaluating its crucial importance. The an¬ 
tidote to such ignorance comes in a book called 
Smoke and Mirrors (Little, Brown & Co., 1996) writ¬ 
ten without polemic by Dan Baum. 

Baum traces the origins and development of fed¬ 
eral policy toward drug use to its culmination as the 
“War on Drugs”. The book is rich in facts about the 
true magnitude of the “drug problem” and its seque¬ 
lae as reported in the medical and sociological litera¬ 
ture. 

Most frighteningly, he exposes the political agen¬ 
da of the war on drug users. He describes the erosion 
of constitutional protection against search and 
seizure and the emergence of virtually unfettered 
power for the prosecutors and police. He explains 
how the laws allowing confiscation of property in 
racketeering cases were transposed to the “drug war” 
so that a man and woman in Hawaii could have their 
home taken because their son grew marijuana in the 
backyard. The money from drug busts, 500 million 
dollars in 1991, feeds the police budgets and creates a 
strong incentive to keep the war hot. 

Concerning medical use of marijuana, Baum al¬ 
lows the data, without invective, to convey the igno¬ 
rance and timidity of those in charge. 

Baum mentions the current Attorney General of 
California, who is ultimately behind the attack in San 
Francisco, as a zealot using a trivial database from 
which to make judgments about drug policy. We are 
also reminded that Mr. Lungren was one of the prime 
movers in the Omnibus Crime bill of 1984, which 
transferred huge power to the prosecutors and stipu¬ 
lated that anyone charged with a drug offense which 
might result in a 10-year sentence could be held with¬ 
out bail. The same bill began the era of confiscation of 
property with only a suspicion of drug money in¬ 
volvement. 

Smoke and Mirrors is a revelation of a failed poli¬ 
cy to control illicit use of certain drugs by certain per¬ 
sons. Those who ask what’s behind the state’s attack 
on the marijuana dub will begin the answer with this 
book. The retribution lurking in our society, exacted 
by the vehemence of the drug warriors, is the loss of 
our freedom.

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The scoop on DEHOP 

Re “SF doc finds cancer drug is potential HIV 
wasting treatment” (July 4,1996): 

I am writing to correct factual errors that were 
made in a recent article on one of SunPharm’s drugs, 
DEHOP (Diethylhomospermine), that is currently 
undergoing clinical studies for AIDS-related diarrhea. 

DEHOP was invented by University of Florida 
Professor Dr. Raymond Bergeron, not by Dr. Dean 
Rider. The potential use of this drug for the treatment 
of diarrhea was discovered during a clinical study in 
1989 by Dr. Bergeron and Dr. Charles Sninsky. The 
drug is structurally related to naturally occurring 
components called polyamines essential for normal 
cell growth, that have been found to be potent in¬ 
hibitors of both gastrointestinal motility and secre¬ 
tion, the key causes of diarrhea. There is no evidence 
to date that DEHOP is effective in treating wasting. 

Last year we completed a Phase I clinical study in 
15 patients. We saw sufficient evidence of efficacy and 
lack of noticeable side effects in these patients to war¬ 
rant continuing the study of this drug candidate in 
Phase II clinical trials, and the Food and Drug Ad¬ 
ministration allowed our Phase II protocol at the end 
of last year. DEHOP is being given as a once-a-day 
subcutaneous injection, not as an oral formulation as 
was incorrectly stated in your article. We are current¬ 
ly enrolling patients for this Phase II clinical study at 
sites in Florida, New Jersey, Indiana and Puerto Rico.

He said in reference to a guard that works at the Los 
Angeles County Museum, and I quote: “I overheard a 
young Latino guard engaging in some revealing art 
talk with a couple of foxy high school girls.” I wonder 
how your reporter knew that this young man was of 
Latin American descent (that should be the correct 
way to identify us) and why it was so surprising that 
this young man was involved in a revealing art talk 
with two young ladies that I assumed that they were 
white, because no ethnic label is used on them. 

In two other occasions your reporter Dennis 
Conkin used negative stereotype remarks about us. 
First he covered a mugging of a white man on the Bay 
Bridge by two Latinos. I wonder how he reached the 
conclusion that the muggers were Latinos. And if the 
muggers would had been whites, would he had label 
them the same way? In the second occasion was when 
he covered the death of a local Argentinean journal¬ 
ist, that unfortunately I do not recall his name. He ex¬ 
pressed that this man liked to have sex with young 
heterosexual men, because of our Latino influence on 
not letting the gay community come out of the clos¬ 
et. I do not know from where Mr. Conkin gets this in¬ 
formation, but he should go back to school to learn 
some decent journalism or someday a lawyer of one 
of your readers is going to call you with bad news. 

I am gay Latin-American, raised and educated in 
this country. My family moved here when was one 
year old, from Santiago, Chile. We lived in the East 
Coast of this country in neighborhoods that were 
mixed. It was beautiful to mingle with Jews, Italians, 
Puerto Ricans and Portuguese kids. My parents 
taught Spanish at home, while I learned English in 
School. I became an open gay man at age 22, when I 
confessed to them my sexual preferences. I got and I 
still do, the best support that a family can provide in 
this situation. I was able to finish a Ph.D. in one of the 
best universities in the east and then decided to move 
to San Francisco because I wanted to be real centered 
about being gay. 

But San Francisco is not the liberal Mecca that I 
was expecting. I had been here for two years already 
and I still have not been able to find a permanent job. 
I did not want think that is because of my looks, my 
accent or age, but now I had concluded it has to be 
with the fact that I am a Latino. I did not experience 
this type of prejudice in New York, but I had experi¬ 
enced here. If you go to a bar and they request addi¬ 
tional identification, to the bank or in a store when 
paying by credit card, that’s prejudice. We did not go 
to school to be in only in certain positions. We are as 
smart and as a dumb like any white to occupy differ¬ 
ent positions in this community. 

Your paper should contribute to eliminate preju¬ 
dices toward all minorities in this city and country, 
not only gay white prejudices. Unfortunately a sector 
of this gay white community is as bigoted and preju¬ 
diced toward other gays that do not look like them, 
that is like a division of a Gay Christian Coaliharra- 
tion [sic]. Do not forget that the majority of the 
whitegay men that had moved to this city, comes from 
midwestern red necked towns, where they were ha¬ 
rassed for being “different.” But they come here and 
act exactly as those provincial minds that they 
thought they left back in the midwest. Try to educate 
them, please.

Tobacco control 

[The following letter was sent to Enoch A. Ludlow 
(“Mailstrom,” Aug. 22):] 

Thank you for your letter of 19 August regarding 
anti-smoking grants for gay Asians. There are things 
that you need to understand about these grants: 

1. Funding for these anti-smoking projects comes 
from California’s smokers themselves. This is part of 
the 25c tax per cigarette pack overwhelmingly ap¬ 
proved by California voters through Proposition 99. 
We are not taking away any monies intended for other 
services like welfare, health care and AIDS research. 

2. Sure, the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
community faces many other vital issues - but are 
you prepared to decide that smoking, which kills 
more than 400,000 Americans each year, is less of a 
priority? We think we should address issues from all 
levels and, if need be, simultaneously. For example, 
we cannot be focusing on the issue of AIDS without 
having to also address issues of homophobia or dis¬ 
crimination and violence against the gay community. 

3. You have the right to make your own choice, let 
us say, to smoke or not to smoke. Our program is not 
to dictate to people on how to lead their lives. Rather, 
it is our intention to inform and educate people about 
the hazards of smoking and of second-hand smoke; 
and to campaign against illegal tobacco sales to mi¬ 
nors or against conscious tobacco advertising in the 
Asian communities, or worse - U.S. tobacco dumping 
in the Asian countries. 

4. If you characterize tobacco control efforts as 
“tactics of intimidation, falsification and constant 
nagging,” I wonder how you would characterize the 
tobacco industry’s deliberate manipulation of the ad¬ 
dictive elements of their products and lying to Con¬ 
gress about their practice? 

Lastly, we would be happy to provide you the op¬ 
portunity to receive a $5,000 grant so long as you go 
through our established application process (no, this 
money is not a dole-out), and agree to do the things 
according to the intent of our program. Sorry, none of 
this money can pay for your new clothes.

Little old ladies rule the world 

I can answer Cynthia Goldstein’s questions. 30% 
of the nation’s wealth - securities, real estate, busi¬ 
nesses and bank accounts - are owned by women. 
Only 9% is owned by men. 

Most wealth and income are community proper¬ 
ty. In divorce settlements, women often get all of the 
assets. Men get the debts. But the main reason women 
are so much richer than men is because there are so 
many widows. 

Dowagers usually appoint their sons, sons-in-law 
or grandsons to the management positions in the 
firms they own or control. Blood is thicker than 
water, and many old ladies feel that their heirs will 
have a greater fidelity to the family and old lady than 
a stranger. Family businesses cease to be family busi¬ 
nesses when they are managed by outsiders. And old 
ladies who own large blocks of stock in corporations, 
want a family member in high position to protect the 
family investment in the corporation. 

That women’s incomes are more than men’s is not 
debatable. Income does not mean wages; most in¬ 
come is from investments, and women own three 
times as much of the income-producing property as 
men. 

Wages is a more complicated problem. If the wages 
of housewives and their husbands are taken out of the 
computation, women’s wages are 98% as much as 
men’s. If the wages of the homeless and paupers are 
taken into account, then women’s wages are much 
more than men’s. 

Ward Connelly boasts that the state gave him $6 
million just for being a Negro (his word, not mine). 

Goldstein is a very talented propagandist, but her 
efforts to demonize white men are not very original. 
Many of the things she says about them are the same 
lies Hitler said about the Jews. 

Goldstein should go to see Connelly and find out 
exactly how he did it. Maybe the state will give her $6 
million for being a woman, and she won’t have to 
earn a living by writing propaganda and distorting 
facts and statistics.

J ®|jP onight (Thursday, August 
29), President Bill Clinton 

m will give his acceptance 
speech at Chicago’s Democratic 
Convention, following Veep Al 
Gore’s presumably much shorter 
speech. Big Bill will point out - in 
hopefully under an hour - that 
millions more jobs were created 
during his administration, infla¬ 
tion decreased, the Cold War 
came to an end, the deficit 
shrunk, spending on AIDS and 
other diseases increased, the min¬ 
imum wage was raised, welfare 
was reformed, a family leave act 
was passed, etc. In short, the near¬ 
ly 2,000 delegates in the Windy 
City will be reminded that life is 
indeed better under his aegis. 

The Democrats, having nomi¬ 
nated the Man From Hope for a 
second term, will then go back to 
their respective states to take on a 
supposedly rejuvenated Republi¬ 
can team of Bob Dole and Jack 
Kemp. In fact, Republicans 
were crowing this week 
about their rise in the 
nation’s polls, with Dole 
cutting Clinton’s 20- 
point lead in half, ac¬ 
cording to which poll 
you consulted. How¬ 
ever, while the 
CNN /New 
York Times 
poll had Dole 
pulling within 
8 percentage points last Friday, 
the same poll had the president 
leading by 12 points two days later 
on the eve of the convention. 

Most political observers expect 
Clinton, like Dole, to show a siz¬ 
able bump in the polls following 
this week’s Demo infomercial, 
and the president’s strategists, 
though wary, feel that as long as 
they can keep Dole at bay with a 
consistent double-digit lead, they 
will emerge victorious come No¬ 
vember. Also, though they are 
loath to admit it, many of Bob 
Dole’s top campaign people se¬ 
cretly feel that Reform Party nom¬ 
inee Ross Perot will quite likely 
again play the spoiler role, with 
the jug-eared Texas billionaire 
going down in the history books 
as the man who helped elect Bill 
Clinton twice. 

Although polls suggest Perot 
won’t garner nearly the 19 million 
plus votes he received in 1992

or 10 percent, his share could very 
well prove decisive. At least the 
White House hopes so, because 
the Wal-Mart whiz kid draws his 
support mostly from political in¬ 
dependents and Republican vot¬ 
ers. 

Ross Perot knows he has no 
chance of winning at this point, 
even in a parallel universe where 
Colin Powell would sign on to 
his ticket. Plus, the issues he 
brought up in 1992 have been ap¬ 
propriated (albeit not always con¬ 
vincingly) by his rivals. So why do 
it? Many feel Perot keeps on plug¬ 
ging because, although he realizes 
he can’t beat the other Southern¬ 
er in the race, he can defeat the 
former U.S. senator from Kansas.

Latina lesbian says she's 'plugged in' to community

Finally...a

E speranza Macias has just 
been hired as the new execu¬ 
tive director of The Women’s 
Building in San Francisco, and so 
far, the Latina lesbian says she’s re¬ 
ceived nothing but support from 
the staff and supporters of the 
agency. 

Macias began work at The 
Women’s Building on August 12, 
following a lengthy search by the 
organization. She told the B.A.R. 
that one of her jobs is to serve as a 
caretaker, as well as to oversee the 
financial operation and manage¬ 
ment of the center. 

The Women’s Building, located 
at 3543 18th Street, was the first 
women-owned and -operated 
community center in the U.S., and 
as such, has become a model for 
grassroots women- and communi¬ 
ty-based organizations. It is used 
by an estimated 35,000 people and 
over 100 community organiza¬ 
tions every year. Additionally, it is 
home to 11 nonprofit women and 
girls agencies. 

Macias said that she sees herself 
as someone who can work with a 
number of different communities. 

“What stands out about me is 
not only am I a female, and a les¬ 
bian, but a lesbian of color,” she 
said. “I’m very active in the queer 
and Latino communities, and I see 
myself as providing a bridge be¬ 
tween those communities and 
being supportive of each others’ ef¬ 
forts.” 

She described her job duties at 
the center as “everything from en¬ 
suring the crafts fair happens, to 
putting the word out about spon¬ 
sored projects.” 

Macias will also be doing out¬ 
reach work in the community so 
that people hear about the facility. 

An incubator 

San Francisco Women’s Centers 
(SFWC) was formed in 1971 to act 
as an incubator for emerging Bay 
Area progressive women’s projects. 
Recognizing that women’s organi¬ 
zations are often geographically 
isolated from each other, SFWC 
purchased The Women’s Building 
in 1979. The selection of the facil¬ 
ity in the Mission represents 
SFWC’s deep commitment to low- 
income women and women of 
color. 

The group’s mission is to pro¬ 
vide women and girls with the 
tools and resources they need to 
develop their full potential and 
participate equally in the gover¬ 
nance of their lives and communi¬ 
ties. 

Macias, who grew up in Oak¬ 
land and now lives in Daly City, 
said that her first exposure to The 
Women’s Building occurred ten 
years ago when she attended a con¬ 
ference for lesbians of color. 

“I’ve attended conferences here 
for years, and most lesbians I know 
I met at The Women’s Building,” 
Macias told the Bay Area Reporter 
in a recent interview. 

She is quick to point out that a 
huge number of men use The 
Women’s Building as well. The fa¬ 
cility serves as sort of an unofficial 
community center for the gay 
community, given that there is no 
formal building in San Francisco 
right now. 

“A lot of people are seeing how 


important community centers 
are,” Macias said. “The Queer Cul¬ 
tural Center is now developing. 
The founders of The Women’s 
Building had that vision decades 
ago.” 

The Women’s Building not only 
serves as a physical place where or¬ 
ganizations meet, it also serves as a 
fiscal sponsor to others. This “in¬ 
cubator” program allows organiza¬ 
tions to get started, Macias ex¬ 
plained. 

As an example, Macias pointed 
out that Lavender Youth Recre¬ 
ation and Information Center 
(LYRIC) started out as a sponsored 
project of The Women’s Building, 
and now the organization is on its 
own. Macias serves on the board of 
LYRIC. 

She also serves on an advisory 
board of the Day Labor Program 


that addresses immigrant labor is¬ 
sues. 

Prior to her new job as execu¬ 
tive director, Macias worked for 
two years as the program director 
for Dolores Street Community 
Services. She attended University 
of California, Berkeley, where she 
studied sociology. 

Macias told the B.A.R. that staff 
at the agency have been extremely 
supportive in the short time she’s 
been executive director. 

“Everyone has been fantastic,” 
she said. “They’ve been very, very 
welcoming and have been appre¬ 
ciative of the diversity I bring. I’m 
feeling very much plugged in.” T

New book Hell-Bent on outing 
football star Troy Aikman

i n his soon-to-be-released book 
Hell-Bent , sportswriter Skip 
Bayless explores the rumor 
that Dallas Cowboys quarterback 
Troy Aikman is gay. Discussion by 
at least one media professional on 
the subject has brought to light 
upsetting anti-gay undertones. 

In an August 15 MSNBC In¬ 
ternet commentary, Ron Borges 
attacks Bayless for bringing up 
what he describes as the “vicious 
rumor that Aikman is gay,” ex¬ 
plaining that “in a sport as close- 


minded as pro football, to charge 
your quarterback, of all people, 
with being gay is in itself enough 
to hurt Aikman. The NFL is a 
place of rich jocks, a place where 
men are men and if they aren’t 
they don’t want anybody to know 
about it.” 

In his zeal to downplay the ru¬ 
mors, Borges makes more than a 
few anti-gay assumptions, from 
calling the rumor of homosexual¬ 
ity “vicious,” to the presumption 
that if a man is gay or even ru¬ 
mored to be gay he is less of a 
“man.” 

Perhaps Borges meant that the 
NFL is rife with homophobia; that 
in such an atmosphere, people

who are gay, or are labeled as 
such, are potentially the victims of 
unjustified discrimination based 
on the small-mindedness of their 
peers; that sponsors who steer 
away from giving endorsement to 
athletes that are lesbian and gay, 
or perceived to be gay, are caving 
into homophobia and should be 
resoundingly criticized for their 
actions. 

Let MSNBC and Borges know 
that speculation about Troy Aik- 
man’s sexual orientation is not the 
problem. The problem is homo¬ 
phobia perpetrated by the NFL 
and biased journalists like Borges.

More gridiron gossip: S.F. 
columnists tackle Kemp 
gay rumor 

In the rush to dismiss long¬ 
standing rumors of Republican 
vice-presidential candidate Jack 
Kemp’s homosexuality, two San 
Francisco columnists investi¬ 
gating the story forgot to 
ask anyone who wasn’t 
a Kemp ally. Phillip 
Matier and Andrew 
Ross, who write a daily 
political column in the 
San Francisco Chroni¬ 
cle, posed the question 
of Kemp’s sexuality to 
Lyn Nofzinger, who 
was Governor Ronald Reagan’s 
communications director in 1967 
when the initial scandal broke; 
Lou Cannon, Reagan’s biograph¬ 
er; and John Buckley, presidential 
candidate Bob Dole’s communi¬ 
cations director. Not surprisingly, 
they totally dismissed the gay 
rumor. Buckley, who was also 
Kemp’s spokesperson during his 
1988 presidential bid, went even 
further, saying that “any garbage 
rumors about any aspect of his 
personal life are just that- 
garbage,” adding that “it isn’t true, 
and even raising the issue is de¬ 
meaning to him and the political 
process.” 

While Buckley’s staggering 
statements equating homosexual¬ 
ity with “garbage” and calling the 
issue of a person’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion “demeaning” go unchecked 
by Matier and Ross, none of the 
journalists making the allegations 
about Kemp are interviewed for 
the story. 

Explain to Matier and Ross 
that homosexuality is not a dirty 
little secret, nor is being lesbian or 
gay demeaning, and that if they 
want to investigate the truth be¬ 
hind a rumor, they should try to 
have at least some sense of bal¬ 
ance and objectivity in who they 
ask. Also, ask them a question: 
What is it about gay rumors that 
make so many people fall over 
themselves to help dismiss them?

Salvador for six months next year 
to work in the country with some 
existing health clinics to develop 
a comprehensive HIV program 
for the rural areas. 

“Fundasida does some work, 
but it’s not intense or consistent,” 
Wettlaufer said. “It’s a totally dif¬ 
ferent track than the urban out¬ 
reach.” 

Wettlaufer said the lack of 
rural knowledge of HIV comes 
not from ignorance of health ed¬ 
ucators there but from the lack of 
their perception of HIV as a 
health crisis. 

“Because it’s a largely invisible 
disease before it reaches late stage, 
it hasn’t come to the forefront,” he 
said. “The statistics in the country 
look low because they don’t have 
the health services. People don’t 
get tested because they aren’t 
looking for it. 

“But sex is rampant,” Wett¬ 
laufer said. “The scenario for dis¬ 
aster is right there, and that’s our 
concern. It may sound like ridicu¬ 
lous troubleshooting to some of 
the health educators, but we per¬ 
ceive it as a real threat if some pre¬ 
cautions aren’t taken soon.” 

Although the fight for gay civil 
rights in El Salvador will remain 
very tough for a while, Wettlaufer 
said comprehensive AIDS educa¬ 
tion should be successful in af¬ 
fecting the behavior of the Sal¬ 
vadorans. 

“For the most part, the men do 
love their partners,” he said. “If 
there’s a perception that a risk is 
involved, if that’s understood, tfie> 
people will modify their behavior 
to protect their partners.” V

group, Entre Amigos, which has 
been targeted numerous times by 
various domestic terrorist groups 
working under the name “La Som- 
bra Negro,” or “Black Shadow.” 

‘Not just the threat of HIV’ 

Wettlaufer said the gay rights 
group and AIDS groups have had 
their offices and clinics raided and 
have been repeatedly attacked and 
threatened with death. 

“We’ve taken on a much 
stronger gay rights role because 
we’ve had to,” he said. “Simply be¬ 
cause the gay community is under 
attack: not just the threat of HIV 
but because of political attack.” 

A recently passed anti-terrorist 
bill allows Salvadoran police to ar¬ 
rest and detain anyone who looks 
“suspicious.” Many gay men have 
been arrested under this law, Wet¬ 
tlaufer said, and the law also allows 
mistreatment of Salvadorans who 
have been deported back to the 
country for being HIV-positive. 
The mayor of San Salvador re¬ 
cently attempted to pass a law that 
would allow police to arrest gays, 
detain them indefinitely, and fine 
them large amounts of money 
simply because they’re gay. 

“The death squad attacks are 
dramatic and upsetting,” Wett¬ 
laufer said, “but the legal events 
that are happening are even more 
upsetting.” 

A gay community center could 
give a physical presence for the 
gay community in El Salvador 
and begin establishing an orga¬ 
nized presence, Wettlaufer said. 

“We’re trying to help the gay 
community organize in order to 
push forward who they are, to try 
to get the public on their side, and 
build up ties with other groups so 
they can start Fighting some of 
these serious moves in legislation 
as well as the death squad.” 

Wettlaufer plans to travel to El 


Oscar Romero Project. 

Since its founding, the Oscar 
Romero Project has worked pri¬ 
marily on HIV outreach to the 
gay community in El Salvador, a 
country where homophobia is in¬ 
tensified by Latin machismo, in¬ 
fluence from the church, and the 
militarization of society following 
years of civil war, Wettlaufer told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Wettlaufer’s co-director, Wil- 
fredo Valencia Palacios, who was 
born in El Salvador and returned 
there in 1994 after 14 years in San 
Francisco, works mainly with the 
gay community in the bar dis¬ 
tricts to educate them on the dan¬ 
gers of HIV. 

Another Salvadoran AIDS out¬ 
reach organization, Fundasida, was 
formed six months before the 
Oscar Romero Project, Wettlaufer 
said. He said Fundasida operates an 
HIV clinic and performs other ed¬ 
ucation, but Fundasida doesn’t 
work in the bar districts because it’s 
too dangerous, which leaves out the 
transvestites and gay prostitutes 
who especially need assistance. 

“They are a group that’s at a re¬ 
ally high risk for HIV,” he said. 
“Thirty-five to 40 percent are esti¬ 
mated to be HIV-positive, and if 
they’re not receiving any education 
or help with HIV, it’s real disaster.” 

Although it was founded as an 
AIDS organization, the Oscar 
Romero Project also works closely 
with a Salvadoran gay rights

A frican-American people 
with AIDS and their care¬ 
givers will benefit from a 
$30,000 grant recently awarded to 
Home Care Companions, a non¬ 
profit agency that trains caregivers 
and extended family members in 
basic home nursing skills. 

The funds from the Levi 
Strauss Foundation will allow the 
agency to provide specialized out¬ 
reach and quarterly training 
workshops at sites in Bayview- 
Hunter’s Point, the Tenderloin, 
and the Western Addition. 

According to HCC Executive 
Director Celi Adams, R.N., the 
African-American community in 
San Francisco has suffered more 
severely than any other from the 
recent spread of AIDS. 

“The Levi Strauss Founda¬ 
tion’s generous support will en¬ 
able us to expand significantly our 
educational programs to assist 
African-American caregivers in 
developing the home care nursing 
skills necessary to assess and man¬ 
age the complications of AIDS ef¬ 
fectively in the comfort of the 
home setting,” Adams said in a 
press statement. 

The workshops for PWAs and 
their designated caregivers will be 
taught by highly skilled and li¬ 
censed professionals with roots in 
the African-American communi¬ 
ty and will provide training and 
information about managing the 
medical, emotional, and psy¬ 
chosocial aspects of AIDS. 

“I think many agencies are 
making a significant effort to de¬ 
velop outreach to this communi¬ 
ty. This is our effort to make sure 
that the services we provide get to 
those clients,” Lutrell Jolly, a mem¬ 
ber of the agencies board and vol¬ 
unteer instructor, told the B.A.R. 

Jolly, a USF psychology doc¬ 
toral candidate, said that HCC 
services are particularly unique 
because they actually save health 
care systems a great deal of 
money. 

“We teach caregivers and 
everyday Joes how to provide 
semi-professional, if not profes¬ 
sional care, to people with HIV 
and AIDS at a tremendous savings 
to the health care community,” 
Jolly said. 

Workshop participants will 
learn how to help with pain, nau¬ 
sea, diarrhea, dehydration, and 
other common AIDS-related 
problems; how to find and use 
durable medical equipment; and 
how to locate and access local 
community resources. 

Home Care Companions 
began providing basic home nurs¬ 
ing skills in 1988 and has trained 
more than 1,250 caregivers of 
PWAs through its programs. The 
agency provides more than 11 
workshops annually in San Fran¬ 
cisco and six in Alameda County. 

The 43-year-old Levi Strauss 
Foundation funds a variety of 
charitable services throughout the 
world, according to a spokesper¬ 
son. 

“AIDS care and prevention is 
one of our major focus areas,” said 
Levi Strauss Foundation 
spokesperson Susan Little. “We 
focus on communities around the 
world and folks with the least re¬ 


sources. 

Priorities for AIDS-focused 
Levi Strauss grants are direct as¬ 
sistance for people with HIV and 
AIDS and their caregivers, risk re¬ 
duction education for those with 
high-risk behaviors, and services 
to populations severely affected - 
including minorities, IV drug 
users, gay and bisexual males, and 
disadvantaged populations. ▼

fact that young people coming 
into the queer movement have lit¬ 
tle understanding of - or interest 
in - the old “bisexual versus les- 
bian/gay battles” that consumed 
so much of the time and energy of 
older activists. Ka’ahumanu ex¬ 
pressed her gratitude to young 
queer activists for challenging her 
way of thinking. 

BiNet seed 

The seed that became BiNet 
was sown in 1987, when 75 bisex¬ 
uals came together to form a con¬ 
tingent for that year’s March on 
Washington. At the time there 
were strong local bi groups, most¬ 
ly concentrated in the Bay Area, 
the Northeast, and Minneapo¬ 
lis/Chicago, but no formal na¬ 
tional interaction. In response to 
a flyer asking, “Are you ready for a 
national bisexual network?”, two 
shopping bags full of mail and 
$600 in donations were received. 

Today, BiNet has over 500 
members, including individuals 
and affiliate groups. BiNet is still 
experiencing growing pains, par¬ 
ticularly around the roles and re¬ 
sponsibilities of national coordi¬ 
nators and regional and local or¬ 
ganizers; there is a shared vision 
that BiNet should be run from the 
ground up, but less certainty 
about how to make this happen 
given the difficulties of long-dis¬ 
tance communication. 

BiNet’s stated mission is to 
“collect and distribute informa¬ 
tion regarding bisexuality, to fa¬ 
cilitate the development of bisex¬ 
ual community, and to work for 
the equal rights and liberation of 
all oppressed people.” 

The statement of purpose, like 
the name change, exemplifies a 
persistent tension within the or-" 
ganization between wanting to be ’ 
a consensus-based, progressive, 
grassroots movement - and want¬ 
ing to serve a national role similar 
to that of the NGLTF and HRC. 
As might be expected of bisexuals, 
BiNet has consistently refused to 
choose one or the other, and con¬ 
tinues to struggle to serve both 
roles. 

Often this balancing act has 
left neither “side” happy, with the 
anarchist collectivists fleeing in 
the face of what they see as en¬ 
croaching bureaucracy and au¬ 
thoritarianism, and those who as¬ 
pire to mainstream respectability 
throwing up their hands in exas¬ 
peration at what they see as end¬ 
less nit-picking over details and a 
painful political correctness. 

Yet BiNet has managed to move 
beyond its initial years of standstill 


when it attempted to be all things to 
all people and has succeeded in be¬ 
coming an organization with name 
recognition and staying power. 
BiNet now acknowledges that one 
organization cannot hope to repre¬ 
sent or serve all bisexuals. In fact, a 
former BiNet regional delegate re¬ 
cently resigned to start a new orga¬ 
nization, the American Bisexual Al¬ 
liance, which will use a majority 
voting system and attempt to rem¬ 
edy the lack of a national response 
to issues that affect bisexuals. Some 
have been uncomfortable with the 
identity politics model that forms 
the basis of BiNet. 

As those who could not work 
within BiNet have gone their sep¬ 
arate ways, those who remain are 
committed to maintaining a con¬ 
sensus-based, representative, pro¬ 
gressive organization that is actu¬ 
ally able to get something accom¬ 
plished. 

In fact, the bulk of the annual 
meeting was spent not discussing 
organizational philosophy as has 
been done at some previous meet¬ 
ings, but rather getting down to 
work on several new projects and 
initiatives. Facilitator Stephanie 
Berger asked the more than 100 
participants to stay focused on the 
question, “How do we live in the 
solution and not the problem?” 

Breaking with 
bicoastafism 

In an attempt to break with the 
urban “bicoastalism” than has his¬ 
torically characterized bi (and all 
queer) organizing, BiNet is at¬ 
tempting to reach out to smaller 
towns and rural areas to help 
overcome the isolation that can 
exist in such communities. The 
Bisexual Youth Initiative, estab¬ 
lished in 1995, exists to address 
the needs of and advocate for bi¬ 
sexual youth and young adults. 
The Coalition on Bisexuality and 


HIV Education and Prevention (a 
local group not officially affiliated 
with BiNet USA) advocates for bi- 
inclusive HIV educational mate¬ 
rials, services, and research. BiNet 
is involved in several “fight the 
right” projects. The organization 
was granted 501(c)3 non-profit 
status this past year. 

BiNet has perhaps been most 
useful as an organizing tool to 
help bisexuals get new groups off 
the ground in parts of the coun¬ 
try that do not have a visible bi 
presence. BiNet regional gather¬ 
ings have also been instrumental 
in bringing together local bi orga¬ 
nizers. Oddly enough, the two 
cities with the largest organized 
bisexual presence, San Francisco 
and Boston, do not have BiNet 
chapters (instead, we have the Bay 
Area Bisexual Network). 

The next BiNet annual meet¬ 
ing is proposed for June 1997 in 
Orlando, FL, to coincide with Gay 
and Lesbian (and Bi?) Day at Dis¬ 
ney World; local prganizers hope 
that the presence of numerous bi¬ 
sexuals will raise bi visibility and 
promote bi inclusion. The follow¬ 
ing BiNet meeting is tentatively 
scheduled to coincide with the 
next International Conference on 
Bisexuality to be held in Boston in 
the summer of 1998.

Gay Dems argue over visibility 

Silence = death of party unity?

T he 185-member official 
Lesbian and Gay Caucus of 
the Democratic National 
Convention passed a motion by 
San Francisco Supervisor Susan 
Leal on Tuesday, August 27, re¬ 
minding party officials that les¬ 
bians and gays were part of the 
American family - and urging 
them to mention them in discus¬ 
sion of issues. 

In an obvious political strate¬ 
gy designed to quell controversy, 
no Democratic leader had yet re¬ 
ferred publicly to lesbians and 
gays or lesbian and gay issues dur¬ 
ing the convention. 

“The motion urged the men¬ 
tion of lesbians and gays, because 
it’s really quite apparent that we 
are the relatives who have disap¬ 
peared,” Leal told the Bay Area Re¬ 


porter. 

Leal made the motion after 
California State Assemblywoman 
Carole Migden expressed similar 
concerns to the California delega¬ 
tion. 

The measure was put forth 
over the angry opposition of two 
long-time Clinton loyalists, gay 
Congressman Barney Frank and 
one-time Clinton administration 
official and former San Francis¬ 
co supervisor Roberta Achten- 
berg. 

Frank was so upset he 
trounced Leal’s motion, insisting 
there was lesbian and gay visibili¬ 
ty at the convention because there 
was an official lesbian and gay 
caucus. 

“To me, that just feeds into all 
the homophobia,” Leal said. 

Despite the administration’s 
bungling of Amendment 2 and 
Clinton’s support of the Defense

Democrats out gay 
delegate in diversity boast

F lorida Democratic Party officials spent much of Wednesday, 
August 21 undoing a public relations meant to highlight the 
diverse state delegation going to this week’s national conven¬ 
tion - but which contained unauthorized personal information and 
factual errors. 

The intent of the statewide press release featured profiles of De¬ 
mocratic members attending the Chicago convention, to underline 
the delegation’s mixture of old and young, black and white, and 
male and female Floridians with a wide range of lifestyles. But the 
profiles were released without delegates’ prior knowledge, leaving 
some members shocked, confused, or offended. 

Ray Zeller, a Miami delegate going to the Chicago convention, 
told the St. Petersburg Times he was “totally shocked” by the infor¬ 
mation in his profile. 

The party described Zeller as “retired, but works with under¬ 
privileged kids, gay, and in a 20-year relationship.” 

Zeller said he was upset because his homosexuality was not 
widely known in his community, and no one from the party spoke 
to him about disclosing details of his personal life. 

State Democratic Party spokeswoman Jo Maglino said her staff 
had indicated to her that Zeller was open about his sexuality. 

“I was told that this was something he talks about,” she said, 
“and since this is the party of diversity, we’re highlighting people 
who are active and out, working in different areas that show the di¬ 
versity of the party,” 

The profiles point out delegates’ religions, races, ages, and jobs. 
Maglino said Florida is sending 203 delegates to Chicago, half male 
and half female. Two-thirds are white, and nearly 30 percent black. 
Forty delegates are older than 65, and seven are younger than 30. 

However, the party got at least one number wrong, according 
to Zeller. He has been with his partner for 27 years, not 20. T

whose bullet-ridden body was 
found at the bottom of a 35-foot 
well on a Calavaras County ranch. 
In his letter to the Record, Acre- 
mant wrote that George “made a 
pass at me on our way home from 
barhopping that night by asking if 
I would like us to get a motel for a 
few hours. I was drunk and be¬ 
came enraged, subsequently 
shooting him thrice in the head 
and twice in the heart.” 

Although Acremant claimed in 
his letter that “the investigation 
following his disappearance con¬ 
firmed that he was a bi-sexual 
[s/c],” Visalia authorities have told 
the Bay Area Reporter they were 
not aware that George was any¬ 
thing but heterosexual. 

Acremant later moved to Ore¬ 
gon to be near his mother, where 
he met Ellis, a lesbian rights ac¬ 
tivist who jointly ran a property 
management business in Medford 
with Abdill, at a rental property 
“walk-through.” In his letter he 
said he “deduced she was a homo 
by what she said about her 
‘friend.’ 

“She became a mental target 
during that period.” 

The two women disappeared 
December 4, 1995 after Ellis was 
to show an apartment to a poten¬ 
tial tenant. Three days later, au¬ 
thorities found their bound and 
gagged bodies in the back of Ellis’s 
pickup truck, each with a fatal 


head wound. 

Acremant was arrested De¬ 
cember 12 and charged with the 
murders, plus two counts of kid¬ 
napping and a single count of 
robbery. Authorities later con¬ 
nected him to George’s murder. 

Initially, Acremant confessed 
to the crimes and demanded to be 
executed by lethal injection. Since 
then he has changed his mind, en¬ 
tered a plea of not guilty, and 
asked his attorneys to challenge 
the constitutionality of Oregon’s 
death penalty law. 

Revenge or attention? 

Acremant’s letter has met with 
considerable skepticism. His fa¬ 
ther told The Stockton Record he 
believed the allegations were in¬ 
vented as revenge for notifying 
authorities of his son’s where¬ 
abouts. 

The National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force, which has asked the 
Justice Department to launch a 
hate crimes investigation into the 
killings, is suspicious of Acre¬ 
mant’s recent “attention-getting 
tactics.” The group released a 
statement saying, “This story is 
not about Robert Acremant and 
his demons. It is about Roxanne 
and Michelle and their deaths.”

t proposal to eliminate the 
San Francisco AIDS Office 
- v ^ representative as one of 
three co-chairs of the city’s HIV 
Health Services Planning Council 
was briefly discussed by some 
members at their Monday, August 
26 meeting. The matter is expect¬ 
ed to be voted on at the October 
7 meeting. 

The planning council’s mem¬ 
bership subcommittee brought 
up the issue with a suggested 
change in the by-laws that was 
distributed to members. Current¬ 
ly, Norm Nickens of the AIDS Of¬ 
fice serves as one of the three co¬ 
chairs of the council. 

Changes to the council’s by¬ 
laws cannot be voted on until 30 
days after they have been intro¬ 
duced at a meeting. 

Steve Lew, a subcommittee 
member, said that the subcom¬ 
mittee did not vote on a recom¬ 
mendation for the by-laws change. 

“The committee passed it on 
and was not in agreement,” Lew 
said of the proposal. 

The suggested change sets the 
stage for a discussion of the pros 
and cons of having someone from

the AIDS Office serve as a co-chair 
of the planning council. According 
to minutes of the planning coun¬ 
cil’s March 11 meeting, Nickens 
told the group that Dr. Sandra 
Hernandez, public health director, 
has called for the AIDS Office to 
relinquish its co-chair position. 

“I wouldn’t recommend that 
now, but I as a co-chair would like 
to go into more of a facilitator 
role and let Gene [Copello, chief 
of Health Services and Prevention 
for the AIDS Office] present the 
AIDS Office needs and requests,” 


Nickens said at the March II 
meeting. 

Planning council member Bill 
Hershon said Monday that the 
federal Health Resources and Ser¬ 
vices Administration (HRSA) rec¬ 
ommended not having a member 
of the AIDS Office serve as a co¬ 
chair. 

Apparently, some members of 
the council have expressed con¬ 
cerns about the AIDS Office serv¬ 
ing in a co-chair role, and feel the 
office manipulates the way the 
council operates. ▼ 


Two AIDS projects 
debated by planners

T wo projects aimed at cen¬ 
tralizing information for 
city AIDS programs were 
discussed at the HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council’s Monday, 
August 26 meeting, and members 
will have to make tough decisions 
regarding funding the programs 
for the 1997-98 Ryan White 
CARE Act cycle. 

Jan Gurley, coordinator of sys¬ 
temwide development for the 
Health Services and Prevention 
branch of the AIDS Office, spoke 
at the meeting and gave the coun¬ 
cil an update on both the Reggie 
Project and the Community 
Housing Information and Place¬ 
ment Service (CHIPS) program. 

The Reggie Project created a 
computerized uniform registra¬ 
tion process for people trying to 


during a nine-month period. 
Currently, there are about 2,500 
on the CHIPS list, although Gur¬ 
ley noted not all of them need 
housing right now. 

However, planning council 
member Tom Calvanese took 
issue with Gurley’s assessment of 
the CHIPS program. 

“Your history of CHIPS is re¬ 
visionist,” Calvanese said. “The 
goal of the CHIPS system went 
beyond a wait list. We haven’t 
even begun to approach those 
goals.” 

Gurley agreed that there are 
other goals that were part of the 
CHIPS program, but said it was 
unrealistic to think the program 
will live up to its potential with¬ 
out more funding, which is ap¬ 
proved by the planning council. 

“It was initially designed as a 
spiffy transition [for housing 
needs], and it has not lived up to

access AIDS services in the city. It 
is about to enter the Beta phase of 
a test program; Gurley said that 
the initial Alpha phase of the pro¬ 
gram was started with six different 
agencies, and when it came time to 
end the test, the agencies refused 
because they found it so helpful. 

“It continues today,” Gurley 
said. 

She added that the Beta phase 
has not yet started, and that it will 
have to be decided whether to 
maximize the number of agencies 
or maximize the number of 
clients for the second part of the 
test program. 

CHIPS, anyone? 

The more controversial pro¬ 
gram, at least to some members 
of the planning council, is CHIPS. 
The computerized program cre¬ 
ated one waiting list for AIDS 
housing, and was initiated after 
the federal Housing and Urban 
Development Department 
(HUD) instituted strict equity 
rules for AIDS housing, Gurley 
said. 

Gurley said that last year, 1,200 
people were placed in housing 


that potential. If it’s going to do 
that we need more money,” Gur¬ 
ley told the B.A.R. 

She noted that funding for 
CHIPS has decreased, and it may 
be cut further this year. 

“I know you have some really 
hard decisions to make,” Gurley 
told the council, referring to 
funding priorities that the council 
will be discussing in coming 
months. “This project arose out 
of your decision.” 

Planning council member 
Linford Gayle also expressed con¬ 
cern with spending money for the 
computerized CHIPS program. 

“Prioritizing to me has always 
been people first,” Gayle said. “We 
deal with waiting lists everyday.” 

Gurley said that when the 
CHIPS program was set up, no 
one had any idea of the staggering 
need for AIDS housing in the city. 
The first day of sign-ups for the 
centralized waiting list saw 1,600 
people show up, Gurley told the 
council. 

“No one had a clue about 
housing, there was no coordinat¬ 
ed outreach and no way to mobi¬ 
lize,” she said. ▼

ealing Alternatives Foun¬ 
dation, an eight-year-old 
San Francisco agency that 
acts as a buyers club for AIDS 
drugs, has begun a program to 
distribute marijuana for medical 
use, member Matthew Sharp told 
the B.A.R. 

He said the program started 
Tuesday, August 27, when the club 
initiated its intake procedures. 
The medical marijuana will be 
distributed at a local church, be¬ 
ginning the first week in Septem¬ 
ber. 

San Francisco has been with¬ 
out a buyers club for medical 
marijuana since the August 4 raid 
on the Cannabis Buyers Club 
(CBC) by the state Bureau of Nar¬ 
cotic Enforcement. A Superior 
Court judge ordered the CBC 
closed on August 5. 

“We’re sort of filling the void. 
We want to get the community 
aware that we’re selling it,” Sharp 
said, adding that Healing Alterna¬ 
tives Foundation is one of the old¬ 
est buyers clubs for AIDS drugs. 

He said that until now, the 
foundation has served as a buyers 
club for a number of AIDS drugs, 
some of which are not able to be 
obtained in this country, but has 
not sold marijuana for medical 
use before. 

Sharp also said the founda¬ 
tion’s medical marijuana opera¬ 
tion has the support of Mayor 
Willie Brown, the Board of Super¬ 
visors, and Police Chief Fred Lau. 

Brown and his staff are in 
Chicago attending the Democrat¬ 
ic National Convention this week

ment. A spokeswoman for Super¬ 
visor Tom Ammiano, who is also 
in Chicago, said Ammiano was 
kept apprised of the Healing Al¬ 
ternatives plan and that he does 
support it. 

Lau could not be reached for 
his comments. 

No smoking! 

Unlike the CBC, there will be 
no pot sold to people at Healing 
Alternatives’ office, and no smok¬ 
ing allowed when it’s distributed 
at the church. 

So far, Sharp said that Metro¬ 
politan Community Church-San 
Francisco has agreed to serve as a 
distribution point one day a week. 
Healing Alternatives is in discus¬ 
sion with three other churches, 
Sharp added. 

In order to be eligible for the 


medical marijuana, Sharp said, 
prospective buyers at the intake 
site will be given a letter for their 
doctor to copy onto letterhead 
and sign. Required information 
includes documentation of the 
person’s illness, and why they 
need the medical marijuana. 

One week after the intake, 
people will call Healing Alterna¬ 
tives to see if they’ve been verified, 
and to find out where they can 
purchase the medical marijuana. 
Sharp emphasized that people 
will not just be able to show up at 
a church and be able to buy mar¬ 
ijuana. 

Intakes will be done at Healing 
Alternatives between noon and 6 
p.m. Tuesday through Friday. T

CBC probed for 
tax violations

U sing methods employed 
against bootleggers during 
Prohibition, state authori¬ 
ties confirmed Friday, August 23 
they were investigating whether 
officials at San Francisco’s contro¬ 
versial Cannabis Buyers Club hid 
revenues from state and federal 
tax collectors. 

Joe Doane, head of the state 
Bureau of Narcotics, said an in¬ 
tense examination was being un¬ 
dertaken on employee records 
seized during a raid on the club 
on August 4. 

“What becomes evident from 
records that we did receive is that 
there were quite a number of em¬ 
ployees, but that standard busi¬ 
ness procedures that a business 
follows were not being followed,” 
Doane said. “We have found no 
evidence that the club filed with 
the IRS.” 

Failure to report income, even 
income generated through illegal 
activities, is against the law. Such 


violations have been used by law 
enforcement for decades to im¬ 
prison many of America’s most 
notorious personalities, such as A1 
Capone, the famed Chicago Pro¬ 
hibition gangster. 

Dennis Peron, the founder of 
the Cannabis Club, said normal 
business practices were not fol¬ 
lowed because of the clandestine 
nature of supplying marijuana for 
medical use to those who need it. 

“Until we change the law, you 
have to realize what we are doing 
is illegal,” Peron said. “We’ve had 
to do things a certain way to pro¬ 
tect the people whose lives we’re 
trying to help.” 

The possible tax evasion 
charges were the latest twist in the 
melodrama which began with the 
August raid. State agents watched 
the operation for nearly two years 
before making the bust, saying 
their investigation revealed mari¬ 
juana was being sold to healthy 
individuals and minors. 

No one has been charged with 
any crimes stemming from the 
raid yet. T

F ollowing the closure of the 
San Francisco Cannabis 
Buyers Club, there has been 
much heated discussion about 
medical marijuana access for peo¬ 
ple with AIDS. The debate in¬ 
cludes questions such as: What are 
the legitimate uses of medical 
marijuana? Who are the benefi¬ 
ciaries and abusers of cannabis? 
Why hasn’t medical marijuana 
being thoroughly researched by 
scientists and government? 

While political activists on 
both sides engage the debate over 
these issues, the real losers in this 
contest are people with 
HIV/AIDS, multiple sclerosis, 
cancer, and other debilitating ill¬ 
nesses who claim their symptoms 
are alleviated by medical marijua¬ 
na use but cannot safely get access 
to the drug. 

That marijuana has important 
and beneficial medical effects is 
demonstrated by the fact that one 
important active compound in 
marijuana, THC (tetrahydro¬ 
cannabinol), was approved by the 
FDA in 1985 as a treatment for 
nausea and vomiting (emesis) as¬ 
sociated with cancer chemothera¬ 
py and later was approved as a 
treatment for AIDS-associated 
appetite loss. It is manufactured 
in an oral pill called Marinol, 
available by prescription. 

However, Marinol has been as¬ 
sociated with undesirable side ef¬ 
fects, including anxiety and dys¬ 
phoria worse than that seen with 
use of marijuana. 

Legitimate proven uses of 
medical marijuana include ap¬ 
petite stimulation, nausea and 
vomiting reduction, and glauco¬ 
ma relief. According to an article 
in the October 1988 issue of the 
New York State Journal of Medi¬ 
cine, smoked marijuana was effec¬ 
tive in treating nausea in a major¬ 
ity of cancer chemotherapy pa¬ 
tients who had failed other anti¬ 
nausea treatments. Additional 
medical reports suggest that mar¬ 
ijuana is effective in treating 
chronic migraines and some types 
of seizures. 

A review of the available liter : 
ature leads to a conclusion that 
marijuana is medically necessary 
and beneficial for PWAs with 
wasting and nausea who either do 
not react well to THC alone in the 
form of Marinol or can’t afford it. 

Reefer badness? 

Marijuana use by PWAs does 
come with a dark side, however. 
Marijuana is widely thought to 
cause psychological dependence, 
especially when used recreation- 
ally and excessively, and can in 
some people lead to lethargy and 
lack of motivation. When this im¬ 
pacts a PWA’s ability to stay on 
top of his or her medical care, 
keep doctor appointments, and 
stick to demanding anti-retroviral 
Qr OI prophylaxis regimes, exces¬ 
sive habitual marijuana use can be 
deadly. 

This phenomenon is of special 
concern to Greg Szekeres, a staff 
member at the Healing Alterna¬ 
tives Foundation. "I’ve seen sever¬ 
al of my younger HIV+ friends 
use marijuana in large amounts at 
times that it was really crucial that 
they be proactive about their 
health care,” reports Greg. 

“Rather than pay attention to 
what was going on with their bod¬ 
ies and get treatment for whatev¬ 
er HIV-related condition they 


were facing, they got stoned. 
Those people are dead now, from 
conditions that could have been 
treated.” 

While the legal and policy de¬ 
bate rages, the one indisputable 
fact about marijuana use among 
PWAs is that like many other nat¬ 
ural therapies, scientific con¬ 
trolled studies must be done to 
determine what medicinal effects 
it possesses. HIV-experienced 
doctors are eager to perform such 
studies, and Dr. Donald Abrams 


at UCSF has even gotten one 
study fully approved by the FDA 
- only to see it stopped by the 
federal Drug Enforcement 
Agency. 

“The protocol had been ap¬ 
proved by the UC Institutional 
Review Board and the FDA and 
then the DEA blocked it,” accord¬ 
ing to Abrams. “It’s really frustrat¬ 
ing.” He said that inside sources 
told him fears the study would 
yield positive results led to its can¬ 
cellation. T

Delusion by any other name in 
Synthetic Pleasures' 


I magine a world in which body alterations are no longer confined to the “modern primitive” crowd but are 
available to the average citizen; where people can have “virtual kisses” and “virtual sex” without the muss and 
fuss of STDs and sex plagues, and, heaven forbid, authentic physical contact; where a mock ocean can be cre¬ 
ated inside a temperature-controlled dome, with fabricated waves, no jellyfish, and — most important — 
a predetermined crowd; where cryogenics makes it possible for you to make yourself, and your pet, immortal. 

These are some of the “synthetic pleasures” described in Iara Lee’s film Synthetic Pleasures, which begins a 
week’s run at the Castro Theatre on Friday (Aug. 30). One must immediately question the word “pleasures,” 
which may be intended ironically. Most of the commentators in this cyber-documentary are from the highly 
insular “cyber community.” What these woefully undersocialized, body-negative geeks consider pleasure looks 
more like pain to some of us, for whom a walk on a real beach followed by a sweaty, messy fuck is a sine qua

Neighborhoods' series 
looks at the Castro

I n a city known for its 
many distinct and color¬ 
ful neighborhoods, the 
Castro stands out as one 
of the most unique. Once a 
quiet enclave of middle-class 
European immigrants, this 
lively district has become an 
international symbol of gay 
liberation and an example of 
successful social integration. 

To tell the story of the 
neighborhood once known 
as Eureka Valley, KQED re¬ 
cently began production on 
“The Castro,” a 60-minute 
documentary scheduled for a 
March 1997 television pre¬ 
miere. The film will be the third installment in the local PBS af¬ 
filiate’s series, Neighborhoods: The Hidden Cities of San Francisco, 
following “The Mission” (1994) and “Chinatown” (1995). 

According to Peter Stein, the executive producer of the series 
and producer/director of “The Castro,” the gay and lesbian mecca 
was a natural choice for this series. 

“As a producer, and as somebody who grew up in the city, I 
knew there was an amazing story there,” Stein said in a recent in¬ 
terview. “Which is not something you can say about every neigh¬ 
borhood. Each has its own flavor and sometimes a really inter¬ 
esting history, but the Castro, like Chinatown, has an intense and

When Venice’s 
potentates commission Galactia 
(the character is loosely based on 
the Roman-born Gentileschi, 
1583-1652) to paint a massive 
tribute to a recent military cam¬ 
paign, they’re expecting a stirring, 
feel-good hit. But instead of Nor¬ 
man Rockwell the high chiefs get 
Francis Bacon, with a few man¬ 
gled, gruesome faces and severed 
limbs thrown in for good mea¬ 
sure. Needless to say, the gig does 
not go over too well. 

While the noble Galactia has 
justice on her side (“I have 
screamed truth where truth is not 
allowed”), Patricia Silver’s layered 
portrayal reveals a character com¬ 
posed of equal parts pompous 
buffoon and warrior for artistic 
integrity. Galactia’s propensity 
never to let anyone contradict her, 
zealous refusal to admit political 
reality, and vigorous assertions of 


greatness mitigate her appeal as a 
torch-bearer for righteousness. 

John Flanagan’s Cardinal Os¬ 
tensible is a nice Jesse Helms-on- 
Mapplethorpe parody as he ex¬ 
plains to the frustrated artist why 
he is entitled to condemn the 
work and sentence her to prison 
for presenting it: “I despise artists, 
that’s why I am so perfectly suited 
to sit on this committee.” 

With a theatrical vision equal 
to the cavernous space he takes on 
at Brava (formerly the York The¬ 
atre), director Watt has succeeded 
in creating an engaging and en¬ 
joyable production.

mance artist, for instance, has 
spent vast amounts of money and 
time redesigning her face through 
the use of implants to look like 
the Mona Lisa. Her rationale? “To 
fight nature.” But isn’t it really the 
height of banality to want to 
physically resemble what 
amounts to a cultural movie star? 
This seems about as imaginative 
and artistic as collecting movie 
star autographs. Unfortunately, 
this kind of self-delusion is all too 
typical of Synthetic Pleasures’ “fu¬ 
ture thinkers.” 

One typically self-consumed 
drag queen says, “I’m a walking 
work of art” with “every part re¬ 
placed” while showing off a little 
battery pack at the crack of her 
ass. Elsewhere, an “alternative” 
guy blames boredom for all the 
piercings he’s had done to his 


ing drugs. Perhaps his mind wan¬ 
dered — and never came back. 

Magnificent, 
bourgeois obsession 

The oft-discussed “cybersex” is 
simply a technological updating 
of the blow-up sex doll: if you 
can’t find the real thing, you can 
slip on a helmet, insert a disk, 
and, at least in your mind, screw 
anything or anybody you want. 
This is surely a new low in social 
relations. 

Synthetic Pleasures also shows 
Japanese tourists enjoying the 
Ocean Dome, an ultra-clean, con¬ 
tained “ocean” complete with sur- 
fable waves in an utterly safe envi¬ 
ronment. The Ocean Dome points 
out a crucial and disturbing ele¬ 
ment of this “futuristic” thinking,

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Jungle rot 

Brando, Kilmer vie for camp crown in 
The Island of Dr. Moreau

A t the preview screening for 
The Island of Dr. Moreau, 
somebody referred to this 
film as “The Island of Jeanne 
Moreau,” perhaps imagining that 
this film might have benefited 
from the presence of a real screen 
diva. As it happens, the comment 
was unnecessary — Marlon Bran¬ 
do, who makes his first appearance 
looking like Bea Arthur, with trow- 
eled-on pancake make-up and a 
ridiculous extended veil, outdivas 
all the divas of recent memory. 
Fans of low camp will find much 
to love in this brainless potboiler; 
others are hereby warned. 

The Island of Dr. Moreau is 
based on the hoary H.G. Wells 
novel (1896) about a scientist 
who, like Dr. Frankenstein, ex¬ 
hibits standard mad scientist 
hubris by conducting gene-splic¬ 
ing experiments that result in a 
community of creatures that are 
half-human, half-beast. Brando 
plays the Nobel prize-winning 
Moreau, assisted by mesmerizing 
hunk Val Kilmer as Montgomery, 
a former neurosurgeon turned 
drugged-out jailer for the beast 
people. In a gratuitous swipe at 
groups like PETA (People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals), 
we’re told that Moreau was driven 
out of the United States by “ani¬ 
mal rights activists” to an obscure 
South Pacific island to conduct 
his research. 

The film opens with the al¬ 
leged rescue of Edward Douglas 
(David Thewlis), a U.N. peace¬ 
keeper whose plane has crashed 
near Moreau’s island. His rescuer, 
Montgomery, exhibits bizarre be¬ 
havior from the outset, brutally 
killing a rabbit in front of him and 
then locking Douglas in his room. 
We learn that Montgomery’s real 
function is to keep a lid on the 
beast people, with the help of psy¬ 
chedelic mushrooms, sedatives, 
and a handy remote-controlled 
implant that sends the creatures 
into spasms when they begin to 
act according to their increasingly 
violent natures. 

At the center of this fragile 
kingdom is Brando as Moreau, a 
waddling behemoth who spends 
most of his time dressing in or¬ 
nate, flowing caftans and match¬ 
ing do-rags and playing piano 
duets with a sort of homunculus 
figure who wears identical outfits. 
We never actually see this bal- 
looned-up drag queen doing re¬ 
search; with more costume 
changes than a Lana Turner 


movie, he’s obviously too busy 
choosing his gowns. He has little 
interaction with the other charac¬ 
ters, even the beast-people he calls 
“children,” who are kept in the 
house as servants. He has a beau¬ 
tiful “daughter,” Aissa (Fairuza 
Balk), who catches the fancy of 
the island’s new guest, but poor 
Aissa is plagued by the same prob¬ 
lem as the other beast-people: the 
poor dear is reverting to her ani¬ 
mal origins. 

It’s possible to ignore the 
creaky plot here and toy with the 
subtext, of which there is plenty. 
More interesting than the obvious 
religious angle — Moreau as God; 
beast-people as spiritually in¬ 
choate humanity — The Island of 
Dr. Moreau can be read as a racial 
parable, with Moreau as the ulti¬ 
mate White Man (right down to 
that thick, white pancake) capri¬ 
ciously creating and dominating a 
little fiefdom of “people of color,” 
whose existence he can easily end 
with the push of a button. More¬ 
au’s plantation even has its “house 
niggers,” a slightly better-treated 
group of three sons and one 
daughter who attend to him. 
Moreau’s island also doubles as a 
Third World country being ex¬ 
ploited by the First World, with 
the inevitable revolt by those who 
are sick of being used. 

Subtext permits subversion, 
and Moreau is certainly subvert¬ 
ed, if not trashed, by its camp sub¬ 
text. The apparently extreme ten¬ 
sions between three killer egos — 
Brando, Kilmer, and director John 


Frankenheimer — are evident in 
the performances. The two actors, 
in spite of having almost no 
screen time together, seem to be 
desperately vying for the camp 
crown. Brando’s mincing fashion 
show and Truman Capote-like 
complaints about the jungle heat 
are equaled by the sight of a 
drugged-out Kilmer in femme 
lounge-wear and a white bandan¬ 
na that looks like it came from 
Joan Crawford’s closet. Kilmer’s 
scenes with David Thewlis have 
an unmistakably seductive ele¬ 
ment, with Kilmer constantly in¬ 
vading the latter’s “personal 
space” by conducting conversa¬ 
tions an inch away from his nose. 
Kilmer — as fantastically alluring 
and fuckable as the young Brando 
— obviously realized the hope¬ 
lessness of this ill-fated enterprise 
and, like Brando, decided to con¬ 
sciously undermine it by using the 
time-tested strategy of camp. 

Attempts to update the story 
with references to Jimi Hendrix, 
mushrooms, animal activism and 
gene-splicing only serve to em¬ 
phasize how archaic the story is. 
On the other hand, Brando’s “big 
gal” savoir faire in showing off the 
jungle’s haute couture could 
launch him on a new career as a 
model for Calvin Klein. We hear 
CK is always looking for the new 
and unusual. T

beyond the obvious one that the 
thrills of the unpredictable, the 
dangerous, and the chaotic are 
being suppressed. Science has 
helped humanity cultivate its worst 
instincts, using technology to en¬ 
courage greed and sanctify the 
profit motive; turn formerly think¬ 
ing individuals into consumer ro¬ 
bots obsessed with materialism and 
technology; decimate the environ¬ 
ment; exploit the largest masses of 
humanity; and potentially destroy 
life as we know it. 

Instead of addressing these 
real and pressing problems, the 


subjects of Synthetic Pleasures 
have retreated into fantasy worlds 
in which the spiritual highs and 
transcendent experiences once 
triggered by living in harmony 
with nature and with each other 
are reborn as private, customized, 
totally self-indulgent activities. 
Using technology to cure the 
woes brought on by science is 
akin to shitting in your living 
room and then moving to anoth¬ 
er room instead of cleaning it up. 

The cyber community’s repu¬ 
diation of the body and its lack of 
commitment to the world as we 
know it make Synthetic Pleasures 
a potentially disturbing experi¬ 
ence. Only potentially, though, 
because it is clear that for all the 


hype surrounding the subjects 
treated here, most of the world 
has neither the interest nor the 
money to pursue these “dark 
dreams.” Obsessing over cryogen¬ 
ics and virtual fucking is the ulti¬ 
mate pointless exercise of capital¬ 
ism’s leisure class, and will have 
less impact than these fantasy- 
trippers seem to think. Seeing 
Synthetic Pleasures will, perhaps 
unwittingly, remind viewers that 
it is time to step back into this 
world and try to work for the 
greater human good. ▼

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formances from Tony-winner 
Donna Murphy as Anna and an 
astonishingly good Lou Diamond 
Phillips (best known as Richie 
Valens in La Bamba) as the King. 
Unlike the days when Yul Brynner 
reigned as King and all but ob¬ 
scured Anna, Phillips and Murphy 
are so believable as the bullheaded 
king and the woman who chal¬ 
lenges him at every turn that the 
strength of their relationship 
turns this King and I into a sur¬ 
prisingly moving experience. 

Less successful but entertain¬ 
ing nonetheless is the revival of 
Stephen Sondheim’s A Funny 
Thing Happened on the Way to the 
Forum, starring Nathan Lane. Au¬ 
diences lap up Lane’s antics as 
Pseudolus, the slave in this Jerry 
Zaks-directed show, but Lane, 
though an assured comic, just 
doesn’t have the manic zaniness 
the role requires. Nor does he 
convey convincing lust for the 
Amazonian-like courtesans he is 
constantly drooling over. While 
the show offers some good laughs, 
it lacks inspiration. Lane tilts his 
eyebrows and looks imploringly 
at the audience but trips over his 
own shtick at every turn. 

Many divas 

In addition to high-voltage 
musicals, New York stages are also 
offering excellent drama, or at 


least dramatic performances. Ed¬ 
ward Albee’s A Delicate Balance 
boasts the best cast in town: 
Elaine Stritch (in yet another 
benchmark performance), Rose¬ 
mary Harris, George Grizzard and 
Mary Beth Hurt. Under the im¬ 
peccable direction of Gerald 
Gutierrez, this glorious cast actu¬ 
ally makes Albee’s play seem as if 
it were about something impor¬ 
tant, though close inspection re¬ 
veals it is merely a blue-blood ver¬ 
sion of his earlier Who's Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf? 

Not to be missed is diva Patti 
LuPone, who has replaced the es¬ 
timable Zoe Caldwell in Master 
Class, Terrence McNally’s tribute 
to Maria Callas. LuPone’s zippy 
delivery has trimmed 23 minutes 
from the play’s running time, but 
she doesn’t skimp on her perfor¬ 
mance. Her warmth, strength and 
humor bring Callas to life in a 
most satisfying way, even when 
McNally turns on her with too 
many overwrought biographical 
monologues. 

Finally, a round of huzzahs for 
the intrepid cast of The Boys in the 
Band at the Lucille Lortel Theatre 
in Greenwich Village. Like their 
compatriots here in San Francis¬ 
co, who have also braved a revival 
of this touchy period piece from 
1968, they have made the most of

Broadway rhythms 

NY theatre scene rebounds in / 95- / 96

J4- n ominous threat has tor- 
' mented the Broadway the-' 
% ater scene over the last 
decade: become a ticket-selling 
theme park with crashing chan¬ 
deliers, levitating staircases, insuf¬ 
ferable Parisians and animated 
musicals, or else wither and die. 
The same marketing demons that 
transformed Las Vegas from a 
sleazy sin stew into a fantasia for 
frolicking families have attempted 
to gain a stronghold in this coun¬ 
try’s premier theatrical neighbor¬ 
hood by turning theater — espe¬ 
cially musical theater — into a 
crashingly boring, corporate in¬ 
dustry bent on hawking family 
fun at the not-so-economical 
price of $70 a ticket. 

The theatrical gladiators have 
fought valiantly over the years to 
keep at least some artistic integri¬ 
ty visible on Broadway, and the 
bold success of this past season, 
the ’95-’96 season, struck a 
mighty blow for the righteous 
cause of New York theater. With 
an infusion of energy from the 
Off-Broadway shows Rent and 
Bring In 'Da Noise, Bring In 'Da 


Funk, this season will go down as 
the year that Broadway came back 
to life, if only temporarily. Even 
after the Tony Awards have been 
handed out and the victors are 
resting comfortably on their lau¬ 
rels, there is still an electric feeling 
of theaters buzzing with activity. 

Certainly the hottest — and 
hardest to get — ticket in town is 
for the late Jonathan Larson’s 
Rent, a rock version of Puccini’s La 
Boheme updated and relocated to 
New York’s East Village, a modern 
bohemia where the tuberculosis of 
another era has become wide¬ 
spread HIV infection. The 32- 
year-old Larson’s death of an aor¬ 
tic aneurysm the night before the 
show’s first preview gives the pro¬ 
duction a tragic hue that extends 
beyond the emotionally involving 
plight of its characters. Brilliant 
though it is, Rent is far from per¬ 
fect. In fact, it is often downright 
clunky and cheesy. But when it 
clicks, which it does frequently in 
its three hours, the show is heart¬ 
felt, original and thrilling. 

Larson, who was straight, 
wrote a show that celebrates gay 
and straight love in equal mea¬ 
sure. One of Rent's hottest num¬ 
bers, “Take Me or Leave Me,” is 


sung by lesbian lovers Maureen 
and Joanne (the Musetta and 
Marcello of Puccini’s Boheme), 
and the drag queen and his male 
lover have a sassy duet in “I’ll 
Cover You,” which reappears in 
the second act as a touching eulo¬ 
gy. Rent pays homage to the tradi¬ 
tional musical but makes its own 
unique impression. 

Musicals, traditional 
and less so 

Almost as exciting is the other 
major transfer to Broadway from 
the netherworld of Off-Broadway: 
the tap extravaganza Bring In 'Da 
Noise, Bring In 'Da Funk, or, for 
the less soulful among us, 
Noise/Funk. Director George C. 
Wolfe, whose last Broadway hit 
was Angels In America, has re¬ 
turned with a no-nonsense 
music/dance/rap poetry excur¬ 
sion into the history of African 
Americans in the U.S. Co-con¬ 
ceived with the show’s star and 
choreographer, the astonishing 
young Savion Glover, Noise/Funk 
is two speedy hours of Broadway 
as it’s never been seen before. 

Glover and his corps of three 
dancers, two street drummers, an 
affectional singer (Lynette G. 
DuPre), and a narrator 
(Basquiat' s Jeffrey Wright), move 
quickly through history. Glover’s 
tap style is intense and rejects the 
average showman’s tap-and- 
smile, shuck-and-jive style of en¬ 
tertaining. This tapping is muscu¬ 
lar and musical. Noise/Funk is se¬ 
rious about its rhythms and about 
paying tribute to the source of 
those rhythms, both historical 
and personal. 

Traditional musicals are, of 
course, still present on Broadway. 
This season’s best is the revival of 
Rodgers and Hammerstein’s glo¬ 
rious The King and I. Re-con- 
ceived by director Christopher 
Renshaw as an intricately layered, 
ornately textured, impeccably 
performed plea for compassion, 
this King and I boasts sterling per¬

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Class act 

The Maids is campy and rebellious

ne of the great things about 
the San Francisco theater 
scene is the proliferation of 
odd shows that pop up in the 
strangest places, produced by 
scrappy artistes who desperately 
want to practice their art, regard¬ 
less of limitations. 

Just such an intrepid produc¬ 
tion is The Maids, Jean Genet’s 
darkly comiQtake on power and 
position, currently playing in — 
of all places — Toland Hall on 
the UCSF School of Medicine 
campus. Produced by a group of 
UCSF students and employees 
who call themselves Actorama, 
this snappy production is 
housed in what is actually a 
beautifully appointed lecture 
hall. The seats have moveable 
desk attachments and there are 
three television monitors that 
hover over the performance area. 
This setting, in all probability, 
would have appealed greatly to 
Genet’s idea of theater as social 
critique. 

Tortured even in triumph, the 
openly gay Genet led a hard life, 
and it shows in his plays. He 
based The Maids on an actual 
murder case involving two 
French maids and their appar¬ 
ently difficult mistress and her 
daughter. (The same story was 
the basis of Nancy Meckler’s 
1995 film Sister, My Sister.) 
Genet’s interest in the case was 


twofold. First, he could conve¬ 
niently explore the push-me, 
pull-you flow of control and 
power between two sisters who 
take turns being the “top” in 
their relationship as well as their 
subservient relationship to the 
rich, vainglorious Madame of 
the house. Then he could cast 
men as the sisters and watch 
them doff their parlor maid uni¬ 
forms in Madame’s absence and 
don sumptuous ball gowns and 
jewels. Genet is at his best when 
the “girls” are all dressed up play¬ 
ing master and slave and plotting 
their murderous revenge on 
Madame. 

Even with twirling gowns, 
Genet’s writing can begin to 
sound turgid and proselytizing, 
so the prospect of an amateur 
theater company having its way 
with the errant Frenchman can 
be daunting. For the most part, 
though, the Actorama produc¬ 
tion overcomes the hurdle of 
Genet’s soapbox and revels in his 
campy, anti-bourgeois rebellion. 

Paul Anelli, better known as 
the fabulous Ann Drogynous, 
stars as Claire, the younger of the 
two sister maids. In his distin¬ 
guished career as a drag diva, 
Anelli has portrayed them all, 
from Crawford to Streisand to 
Mae West, and they’re all present 
in his beleaguered but plucky 
portrayal. When dressed up in 
Madame’s finery, Anelli’s Claire 
poses and acts as if for an ador¬ 
ing camera and a slavish direc¬ 


tor. Even reduced to the gray 
drab of her maid’s uniform, 
Claire remains dreamy-eyed and 
eager to rise above her station. 
Anelli’s performance is the focal 
point in this production, and 
this capable performer does not 
disappoint. 

As Solange, the older of the 
sisters, James Saporito gives an 
honest, unfettered performance 
that contrasts sharply with Anel¬ 
li’s screen goddess turn. With his 
mustache, goatee, painted ruby 
red lips and pillbox maid’s cap, 
Saporito is a vision of domestic 
servitude. Unfortunately, Solange 
is saddled with the play’s most 
verbose monologues, but Sapori¬ 
to is able to imbue them with an 
unaffected charm. 

Director Ro Preston, who has 
cobbled together an efficiently 
staged production, appears all- 
too briefly as Madame, the dom¬ 
ineering, scatterbrained head of 
the household. With her elegant 
British accent and near-manic 
delivery, Preston energizes the 
stage and helps the audience un¬ 
derstand why her maids want to 
kill her. 

Just under 90 minutes, this 
brisk, entertaining production of 
The Maids is a surprise from 
high atop Parnassus Avenue. ▼

what is at best an uneven play. 
Playwright Mart Crowley super¬ 
vised this production, the first 
major New York revival since the 
show’s premiere, but he should 
have come with scissors, paste and 
a willingness to fix it. There is a 
good play somewhere in there, if 
only an hour or so could be 
lopped off or re-written. 


James Lecesne and David 
Drake, two gay writer/actors who 
have been through San Francisco 
with their own one-man shows in 
recent years, head this profession¬ 
al, often inspired cast. It is precise¬ 
ly because the cast is so good, 
however, that the play’s weakness¬ 
es become so apparent. When 
good actors end up floundering 
despite their best efforts, the cul¬ 
prit is most often the writing, and 
the boys in this band could use 
some new sheet music. T

emotional history born out of op¬ 
pression. What happened in the 
Castro in its transition from a 
quiet, non-descript neighborhood 
of Scandinavians, Irish and Ital¬ 
ians is of epic proportions and co¬ 
incides with the coming of age of 
an entire social movement .” 

San Francisco has always been 
a magnet for social movements. 
Because this West Coast city is 
somewhat removed from the 
country geographically, its urban 
culture has often been at odds 
with the rest of America. People 
have moved here to escape the 
problems of Eastern cities, where 
old money clashed with new, 
racial conflicts simmered, and 
immigrants suffered the religious 
intolerance they thought they’d 
left behind in Europe. In this 
century, from the beat generation 
of the ’50s to the hippie move¬ 
ment of the ’60s, San Francisco 
has continued to be a haven for 
people looking for a different 
way of life. 

A place of our own 

Eureka Valley, now the Castro, 
emerged, like many San Francisco 
neighborhoods, after the Gold 
Rush of the 1850s. It began as a 
sparsely populated village of dairy 
farms and Victorian homes. In the 
early part of this century, a com¬ 
mercial core developed along Cas¬ 
tro Street that blossomed after the 
completion of the Twin Peaks 
train tunnel in the late 1910s. 
While San Francisco is splintered 
into districts and often micro-dis¬ 
tricts, for Stein’s documentary, the 
geographic dimensions of the 
Castro is the area bounded by the 
Mission District, the lower 
Haight, Noe Valley and Twin 
Peaks. 

“There’s probably not one an¬ 
swer as to why the Castro hap¬ 
pened,” said Stein. “It’s something 
we’re exploring in the program. 
There was a very well-established 
gay subculture in San Francisco 
that grew after World War II but 
didn’t have a residential area to 
call its own. It was a fairly under¬ 
ground movement. In the late ’60s 
and early ’70s you had a commu¬ 
nity of gay men and lesbians who 
had experienced the sexual revo¬ 
lution that the Haight Ashbury 
represented. As it burned out, a 
lot of people came over the hill to 
the Castro, to this ‘little bowl’ with 
charming architecture, cheap 
housing and a small number of 
gay bars. To many, it felt like a real 
neighborhood. 

“Simultaneously,” Stein con¬ 
tinued, “a social consciousness 
was emerging just after Stonewall 
and the civil rights movement, a 
sense that gays and lesbians could 
finally lay claim to the opportuni¬ 
ties that America had offered 
every other ethnic community 
and social minority. Never had 
there been a neighborhood any¬ 
where in the United States where 
businesses, housing, entertain¬ 
ment, and a whole social life re¬ 
volved around gays.” 

Castro state of mind 

Stein, 36, is a gay native of San 
Francisco who grew up in the 
Sunset and passed through the 
Castro on the streetcar on his way 
to school. His take on both the 
city as a whole and the gay com¬ 
munity that came of age as he did 
will play an important role in his 
approach to the documentary. 

“As a San Francisco native who 
ended up 'coming out’ here, I felt 
like I wanted to tell the story my¬ 
self,” Stein said. “I thought I’d have 
something to learn and say about 
the Castro. There is still a Eureka 
Valley that’s remained constant.

There are still multigenerational 
families that call Eureka Valley 
their home and who look with 
pride — and sometimes with be¬ 
musement — at the way their 
neighborhood became revitalized.” 

Though a great deal of re¬ 
search has already been done in 
preparation for the film, the final 
form of “The Castro” won’t begin 
to emerge until post-production. 
Nevertheless, Stein and Associate 
Producer David Condon have 
said that the documentary will 
look at such topics as Harvey 
Milk, the impact of AIDS and the 
community’s response to the cri¬ 
sis, as well as recent changes 
brought about by the movement 
of heterosexuals into the area. 

“There’s a lot going on now in 
the Castro since it’s become so di¬ 
versified,” said Stein. “Lesbians 
and straight people are much 
more in the mix. 

“Its all about finding the 
human story. What’s great about 
the Castro is that its story is all 
within human memory. And al¬ 
though many people who were 


important players have died, there 
are others who can tell us in their 
own voice what happened — 'I 
was there on White Night,’ or ‘I 
was at the Castro Theatre when 
they gave away dishes in the 
1930s.’ It’s great to have that im¬ 
mediacy,” Stein said. 

“What happened in the ’70s in 
the Castro was not just social. It 
was also cultural, political and 
economic,” Stein emphasized. “An 
entire full-blown movement hap¬ 
pened with its own dress code, 
prejudices, leaders, political fig¬ 
ures and economic base. The Cas¬ 
tro is truly a state of mind — and 
that’s what we’re chasing in this 
show.” ▼

' - ummer music, like summer 
reading, should be fairly 
illP light, and two out of three 
recent compact disc releases cer¬ 
tainly fit the bill. Of the three, how¬ 
ever, only one is an unqualified 
success that speaks for all seasons. 

Lost in the Stars 
Chanticleer with the London Stu¬ 
dio Orchestra 
(Tel dec) 

Chanticleer’s first cross-over 
album sounds like a hit. Various 
arrangers of exceptional pedigree 
have been allowed two songs each, 
backed up by the considerable or¬ 
chestral talents of the Don Haas 
trio and the London Studio Or¬ 
chestra under Ettore Stratta. Of 
course. Chanticleer’s a cappella 
brilliance is undisputed and, 
doubtless, the group would have 
sounded great even without the 
glam back-ups. 

The lush strings and swingin’ 
trio do contribute greatly to the 
over-all mood, and I like the 
soupy bachelor pad romanticism 
of such numbers as “Night and 
Day” and “In the Still of the 
Night.” 

My one complaint about this 
record is in when it tries to get se¬ 
rious. Chanticleer is a worthy pop 
ensemble in this outing, but when 
the boys attempt to combine a 
gospel intro with a Singers Un¬ 
limited approach to Kurt Weill’s 
“Lost in the Stars,” the effect is jar¬ 
ring. Mostly great music, though, 
so light the candles, shake the 
martinis, and let Chanticleer 
complete the mood. 

Across Your Dreams 
Frederica von Stade with Chris 
Brubeck and Bill Crofut 
(Telarc Digital) 

This ambitious collaboration 
is just offbeat enough to score. 
Setting lyrics to famous tunes by 
Dave Brubeck was a good idea; he 
is, after all, one of our greatest jazz 
melodists, and the admiration for 
his work is apparent throughout 
this record. Using family friend 
Frederica von Stade as the prima¬ 
ry vocalist works well, too. 

The only drawback is the 
album’s seemingly schizoid pro¬ 
gramming. When the mood is 
dreamy, as in the title tune, all is 
well. The up-tempo numbers, 
however, suffer from a studied, al¬ 
most academic hipness. 

Dave Brubeck’s songs suffer 
most. The music by son Chris 
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Leonard Bernstein

not here) Mandy Patinkin, and 
Donna Murphy, the awesome star 
of Sondheim’s most recent musi¬ 
cal, Passion. Several other per¬ 
formers, new to me, make im¬ 
pressive contributions. Judy Blaz¬ 
er is terrific in “Story of My Life” 
(cut from Wonderful Town), and 
Richard Muenz displays a perfect 
blend of classical training and 
pop sensibility in “A Quiet Girl” 
and “One Hand, One Heart.” 
Audra McDonald is the third 
newcomer, and she is perfect 
alongside Patinkin in the Balcony 
Scene from West Side Story. Intel¬ 


ligent programming of the songs 
in tandem with orchestral inter¬ 
ludes from the ballet Fancy Free 
and the movie On the Waterfront 
tell a fascinating story of an excit¬ 
ing era. 

Eric Stern, conducting his ide¬ 
alized pit band, the Orchestra of 
St. Luke’s, wisely adheres to the 
original orchestrations, with one 
exception. The recorded sound is 
vivid. Leonard Bernstein’s New 
York is a smash success. It may not 
invoke lazy summertime feelings, 
but it sure rates well for year- 
round listening. ▼ 


fares better in handling, and von 
Stade displays an attractive wist¬ 
fulness without being schmaltzy. 
The vocal contributions from Bill 
Crofut, though, don’t blend, and 
the clever arrangements of the 
elder Brubeck’s famous “Blue 
Rondo” and “It’s a Raggy Waltz,” 
filled with classical cross-refer¬ 
ences, fall flat after one listening. 

“Strange Meadowlark,” with 
words by the senior Brubeck’s 
wife, demonstrates the record’s 
conceptual failure.

hen the San Francisco 
lllyl Opera opens next week¬ 
end, it will be the first 
time since 1932 that the company 
has played a year outside the War 
Memorial Opera House. Of the 
two venues SFO plans to use this 
season, we already know that the 
Orpheum Theatre — where you 
can ogle dishy Thomas Hampson 
as the melancholy Dane in Am- 
broise Thomas’ Hamlet starting 
September 12 — is a super space 
for intimate opera. This summer’s 
La Boheme was the best SFO pro¬ 
duction of Puccini’s opera I’ve 
ever seen. Civic Auditorium, 
where Borodin’s unfinished epic, 
Prince Igor , opens the season on 
September 6, remains a mystery 
until we actually hear what they 
have done with the “necessary” 
amplification. Prince Igor was 
completed by Borodin’s pals Rim- 
sky-Korsakov and Glazunov; SFO 
stage director Francesca Zambello 
is also having a go at sorting out 
the opera’s dramatic inconsisten¬ 


cies. Suffice to say that what you 
hear at SFO will not correspond 
to any of the existing recordings. 
The following are a few observa¬ 
tions on available recordings of 
the first third of the SFO season. 

Prince Igor 

Sept. 6, 10, 13, 15, 18, 21, 25: 

Valery Gergiev and his Kirov 
Opera Chorus and Orchestra 
(Philips, three discs) top the short 
list of available recordings with 
typical energy and color, though 
I’ve never been happy with the 
coarse sound that Philips’ engi¬ 
neers get in St. Petersburg’s 
Maryinsky Theatre. The Kirov 
cast — led by glamour divas Gali¬ 
na Gorchakova and Olga Borodi¬ 
na (who sings Carmen here in Oc¬ 
tober) — is first rate. 

Mark Ermler leads rival forces 
from Moscow’s Bolshoi Theater 
in the reissue of a famous 1969 
recording (Melodiya; three discs) 
that is as fiery as Gergiev’s, but 
slightly shrill in sound. Ermler 
also boasts legendary singers — 
tenor Vladimir Atlantov and 
mezzo Elena Obraztsova in their

prime. Plus, his Igor (Ivan Petrov) 
is more affecting than Gergiev’s 
Mikhail Kit. 

How to choose between them? 
Ermler leads the standard “com¬ 
plete” edition while Gergiev re¬ 
arranges the score in a mostly suc¬ 
cessful attempt to make it more 
cohesive. The third complete 
Prince Igor recording, conducted 


by the late Emil Tchakarov with 
Bulgarian forces (Sony Classical; 
three discs), doesn’t need replac¬ 
ing; it’s perfectly adequate, unless 
you are Russian-opera retentive. 

Hamlet 

Sept. 12,14,17,19,22,24,27-28: 

There are only two Hamlet 
recordings, and unless you are a 
Sutherland-Bonynge groupie you 
don’t want theirs (London; three 
discs). It stars Sherrill Milnes 
(Hamlet) and James Morris 
(Claudius) as well as Sutherland. 
Milnes sounds too old, the style 
isn’t very French, and it employs 
the so-called “Covent Garden 
ending,” with Hamlet dying in 
proper Anglo-Saxon fashion. SFO 
will hew to this p.c. line, though 
Thomas wrote a “happy ending” 
(everybody but Hamlet dies); 
only English-speaking nit-pickers 
would try to force a resemblance 
between this French confection 
and Shakespeare’s tragic play. 

The Hamlet recording to own 
stars Hampson as a troubled, bril¬ 
liant, very sexy young prince. June 
Anderson is the crazed Ophelia, 
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singing her extended mad scene 
like an angel. Sam Ramey and 
Denyce Graves are fine as the adul¬ 
terous couple, and Greg Kunde 
sings Laertes. Antonio de Almei¬ 
da’s conducting is a model of 
French crisp-sweetness. (EMI 
Classics; three discs). 

Lohengrin 

Sept. 28, Oct. 1,4, 6, 9,12: 

There are so many recordings 
of Wagner’s most popular opera 
that I am going to treat them al¬ 
phabetically by conductor; 
recordings not mentioned have 
been deliberately omitted. 

Claudio Abbado leads the Vi¬ 
enna Philharmonic in what is 
probably the best all-around 
stereo version. Though short on 
poetry, Siegfried Jerusalem and 
Cheryl Studer make a sturdy 
Swan Knight and Elsa. Waltraud 
Meier’s Ortrud is sex-on-a-stick, 
but Hartmut Welker’s Telramund 
is weak (Deutsche Grammophon; 
three discs). 

If you don’t demand state-of- 
the-art sound, Andre Cluytens de¬ 
livers a lyrical performance live 
from Bayreuth (1958) with San- 
dor Konya as a mellifluous, Ital- 
ianate Swan Knight and Leonie 
Rysanek as the sizzling, demented 
Elsa. You may need a fire extin¬ 
guisher when Rysanek duets with 
Astrid Varnay’s Ortrud (Myto; 
three discs). 

Herbert von Karajan’s Lohen¬ 
grin was the handsome, aristo¬ 
cratic Rene Kollo, but an artistic 
contretemps led to this set being 
recorded over a long period of 
time. In some scenes, Kollo and 
his Elsa (Anna Tomowa-Sintow) 
sound divine; in others they are 
out of voice. Add a squally Ortrud 
(Dunja Vejkovic) and this is a dis¬ 
appointing set, strictly for those 
who love to wallow on the mae¬ 
stro’s Berlin Philharmonic mat¬ 
tress (EMI; four discs). 

Joseph Keilberth’s historical 
Bayreuth performance from 1953 
gives a good idea of the then- 
heroic state of Wagner singing. 
We’d be happy to encounter 
Eleanor Steber and Wolfgang 
Windgassen anywhere today 
(Teldec; four discs). 

Rudolf Kempe’s Lohengrin with 
the Vienna Philharmonic has long 
been the classic set, though I never 
liked the sound that Angel pro¬ 
duced in the days of LPs; it hasn’t 
been improved on the CD transfer. 
(The Karajan EMI set is even 
worse.) Jess Thomas created a 
studly Swan Knight and Elisabeth 
Grummer is the most feminine Elsa 
on disc. Add Christa Ludwig as an 
Ortrud who actually sings her 
music, Fischer-Dieskau as Telra¬ 
mund, and Kempe’s glowing, spiri¬ 
tual performance, and you are close 
to perfection (EMI; three discs). 

My favorite recorded Lohengrin 
also stars Thomas; it’s in more re¬ 
alistic sound than the Kempe set. 
Anja Silja, fresh, girlish and dys¬ 
functional, is a fascinatingly com¬ 
plex Elsa. The live-from-Bayreuth 
performance (1962) is thrillingly 
conducted by Wolfgang Sawallisch 
(Philips; three discs). 

Finally, there is Georg Solti. 
His Lohengrin is neither lyrical 
nor Italianate, but more of that 
heavy-lifting style favored by Solti 
and his hard-edged London engi¬ 
neers. Placido Domingo and 
Jessye Norman have big, glam¬ 
orous voices, but they sound too 
mature and impersonal; the bet¬ 
ter you understand this opera, the 
less you’ll be able to tolerate their 
self-important grandstanding. If 
you must have the Vienna Phil, 
you’re better off with Kempe or 
Abbado (London; four discs). ▼ 
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More than words can say

Liberty Square by Katherine V. 
Forrest; Berkley Prime Crime;

f ow. 

I know. I have to try 
to find words to tell you 
just how fine a novel Katherine V. 
Forrest’s fifth Kate Delafield mys¬ 
tery, Liberty Square, is. That’s not 
going to be easy. Forrest is, after 
all, the creator of the wildly pop¬ 
ular Curious Wine, An Emergence 
of Green, Flashpoint and Daugh¬ 
ters of a Coral Dawn, in addition 
to four Kate Delafield mysteries 
(all available from Naiad Press). 
With the new book, published by 
a (gasp) mainstream press, For¬ 
rest moves beyond the police pro¬ 
cedural to a level at once deeper 
and higher than her earlier, splen¬ 
did works, and she does so with 
her lesbian credentials intact. Lib¬ 
erty Square is a triumph. 

Kate Delafield, and her signif¬ 
icantly younger lover, Aimee, are 


in Washington so Kate can attend 
an FBI seminar on serial killers. 
Less fun for Kate than ritual tor¬ 
ture, and the real reason for her 
presence in D.C., is a 25th re¬ 
union for the men and women 
with whom she served in Viet¬ 
nam. This is Kate’s first reunion, 
Vietnam being another part of 
her emotional background she’s 
managed to bury for the last 25 
years. The gathering starts with a 
bang...literally, when her hotel 
room is sprayed with high-caliber 
ammunition. But is the shooting 
just a part of the joys of urban 
life, D.C. style, or is it a prelude to 
murder? 

Mystery master 

Forrest is a master of the po¬ 
lice procedural. Liberty Square is 
a gripping mystery, filled with red 
herrings aplenty. If all you’re 
looking for is a great beach read, 
you need go no further, but there 
is so much more in this novel. 
Forrest takes the time to explore 
Kate’s hitherto hidden psyche. In¬ 
stead of the tantalizing glimpses 


of the earlier novels, we see much 
more of what led Kate to the 
woman she is today. We also see 
the frustration Aimee experiences 
at Kate’s refusal to face her own 
feelings. Minor characters are 
drawn with compelling and 
painful accuracy, their dialogue 
particular both to the individuals 
and their generation. 

The richness of the character¬ 
izations enables Forrest to ex¬ 
plore the lives of people who sur¬ 
vived Vietnam physically, but 
were scarred nevertheless by the 
horrors they witnessed. In a long 
remembrance scene, that could 
be death in the hands of a lesser 
writer, we learn, and feel privi¬ 
leged to be present at so personal 
and painful a revelation, some of 
what happened to these individ¬ 
uals in the grand guignol of that 
war. So vividly real are the char¬ 
acters that I found myself think¬ 
ing that Forrest must have been a 
Navy nurse and an Army doctor 
and a Marine officer and an in¬ 
fantry grunt - of course, maybe 
she’s just a great writer. 


Don’t think, though, that Lib¬ 
erty Square is unrelentingly grim. 
Forrest uses humor much more 
than she has in her earlier novels, 
and it’s a wonderful addition. 
Aimee’s jealousy, when she meets 
the Dana Delany-lookalike who 
was Kate’s nurse in Vietnam, is 
very funny, and surprisingly 
touching. This is a brilliant and 
breathtaking novel. Forrest looks 
at the Vietnam experience with 
clarity and heart, and as much 
anger as that abomination de¬ 
serves. Whatever you’re reading, 
stop. You should be reading Lib¬ 
erty Square. ▼

Tricks by Renaud Camus, translat¬ 
ed by Richard Howard with an in¬ 
troduction by Roland Barthes; 
Serpent's Tail/High Risk, $13.99 

< irst published in the United 
4T* States in 1981 and recently 
reprinted, Renaud Camus’ 
Tricks straddles the line between 
truth and fiction. Written in diary 
form and set in 1978, the novel fol¬ 
lows the narrator — a moderately 
successful, 31-year-old French 
writer named Renaud — through 
a series of 25 gay sexual encounters. 

What is a trick? “For the trick 
to exist, something must emerge; 
specifically, come ...” Camus ex¬ 
plains, elaborating, “The trick then 
constitutes the minimal degree of 
a relationship ....” Sexual friend¬ 
ships and camaraderies, brief and 
extended affairs, and marriages are 
excluded. Each book entry is 
named after a trick, or a trick’s 
defining characteristic, and relates 
in matter-of-fact language where 
the trick was picked up, the small 
talk exchanged, where the sexual 
encounter took place, and what 
the encounter was like. What 
emerges isn’t quite erotica or his¬ 
tory, but rather, one gay man’s 


journal of his sexual life. 

Though Camus makes every 
encounter an individual experi¬ 
ence in Tricks, most of narrator 
Renaud’s sexual experiences share 
certain characteristics. Most begin 
with cruising: exchanging glances, 
smiles, and other signals. Renaud 
nearly always responds to the 
same stimuli — hairy forearms 
drive him wild — and he takes 
most of his tricks to a small room 
he rents solely for sex. 

What makes each story unique, 
however, is Renaud’s psychology. 
Although he prefers to be on top, 
aggression turns him off, and his 
foremost desire is to give pleasure. 
This is achieved through different 
sexual practices and the special 
communication that can occur 
between sex partners. Success for 
Renaud is not determined by a 
trick’s physical attributes. Our 
narrator is as capable of respond¬ 
ing to a personality as he is to a 
hard, furry ass. As a result, each 
trick is humanized, made unique. 

Renaud is plugged into some¬ 
thing beyond physicality. “For him 
as for me,” he writes about one 
trick, “the intensity of contact was 
much more important than any 
specific sexual position or prac¬ 
tice.” Earlier, Renaud tells a trick 
that he is interested in the “spiri- 
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tual nuances” of sex. These nu¬ 
ances seem to have no play in 
today’s gay sexual landscape. 
While AIDS has curtailed specific 
sexual practices, the sort of intense 
contact between men that Renaud 
refers to was not eradicated by the 
introduction of rubbers into gay 
sex. Today’s cold, hands-off ap¬ 
proach is the result, seemingly, of a 
restrictive sexual morality that has 
always threatened at sensitive 
times, like during the AIDS crisis, 
to rear its ugly, censorious head. 
Today’s sexual ethic brands men 
like Renaud self-destructive. Ulti¬ 
mately, Tricks is less a snapshot of 
the good old days than it is a re¬ 
minder of what gay men gave up 
and what could be again.

D on Bachardy is that rare artist 
who has devoted himself over 
the past thirty-five years to por¬ 
trait-making. His portraits of literary, 
musical, artistic and film personalities 
are unorthodox in that he always 
works from life and finishes each por¬ 
trait in a single session. As a result, the 
works retain a quality of honest im¬ 
pression, even of subjective improvi¬ 
sation. 

“Observant Eye: Portrait Drawings 
by Don Bachardy” shows at the de 
Young Museum beginning Sept. 4. An 
opening reception the night before, 
which the artist will attend, is a bene¬ 
fit for Visual Aid: Artists for AIDS Re¬ 
lief. (The event is underwritten by the 
Bay Area Reporter and U.B. Morgan; 
see ticket information below.) 

Perhaps Bachardy’s best-known 
portrait is that of former Governor 
Edmund G. (“Jerry”) Brown, Jr., com¬ 
missioned by Brown for his official 
State portrait. Deemed controversial 
by hack politicians precisely because it 
stands apart from the staid likenesses 
of such eyesores as Reagan and Wil¬ 
son, the painting is as unlikely in its 
Sacramento context as its subject was 
unconventional as governor. 

The exhibition includes portraits of 
such diverse luminaries as Bette Davis, 
Allen Ginsberg, Gore Vidal, and Di¬ 
vine. From the heights of the art 
world, Francis Bacon, Lucian Freud, 
and David Hockney all received the 
Bachardy treatment. Cinephiles will 
want to see his take on Fay Wray, Lau¬ 
rence Olivier, and Fritz Lang. There are 
six different takes on the writer 
Christopher Isherwood, Bachardy’s 
longtime companion. In all, 37 draw¬ 
ings are selected by curator Robert 
Flynn Johnson, which makes for quite 
a gallery of personalities. 

(In related matters, Isherwood’s Di¬ 
aries will be published this fall by 
HarperCollins, and the National Por¬ 
trait Gallery will mount a Bachardy 
show this coming year.) ▼
